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NEWTON CENTRAL COUNCIL 


Adopts A Program For Next Year’s Work 
Address By Dr. Eugene R. Kelly 


Ono hundred and forty delegates 
and others were present at the din- 
ner meeting of the Newton Central 
Council which was held at the New- 
ton Centre Woman’s Club House at 
0.30 P. M., Tuesduy, December 4th. Mr. 
George M. Angier. president of the 
Council, presided. Mrs. Edward A. 
Andrews and Mrs. Charles W. Pond 
represented the Newton Centre Wo- 
man’s Club as chairmen of the Host- 
esses Committee and Reception Com- 
mittee, respectively. 

The Council unanimously approved 
the recommendations of the Executive 
Committee and adopted the following 
four projects as the formal program 
of the Council during the coming win- 
ter: 

1. The compilation and publication 
of a Newton Social Service Directory. 

2. The organization of one or more 
Study Groups for the study of social 
problems and methods of social work. 
A group would probably be composed 
of from 5 to 25 members, who would 
meet together once a week for (5 to 12 
consecutive weeks, under competent 
leadership, for the study of some defi- 
nite course or series of topics. 

3. It is recommended that the chief 
emphasis in the Council program 
should be placed upon a Community 
Study of the City of Newton. The 
purpose of this study would be to get 
a general picture of the social prob- 
lems and social resources of Newton 
and to use this material as a basis 
for planning a more effective and 
better co-ordinated community pro- 
gram of social and health work. The 
Community Study should include in 
its scope such fields as Health. Rec- 
reation. Family and Child Welfare. 
Delinquency, etc. The Study should 
be so organized that the bulk of the 
work may be done by volunteer work- 
ers, under the direction of the Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Council, thus 
practically eliminating any extra ex- 
pense. 

4. At the end of the Council year a 
Community Conference, open to the 
public, should be held under the aus- 
pices of the Council. 

Dr. Eugene R. Kelley, State Com- 
missioner of Public Health, addressed 
the Council on the subject, “Planning 
a Community Health Program.” Dr. 
Kelley traced the growth of modern 
conceptions of public health. Edu- 
cation is the keynote to "the new pub- 
, lie health,” and its ramifications ex- 
tend into the fields of prenatal, in- 
fant. and child hygiene, the health of 
. *ho school child, oral or dental hy- 
giene, mental hygiene, industrial hy- 
giene, etc. 

An effective community health pro- 
gram would realize the ideals of in- 
crease in the duration of life, the abo- 
lition of physical deformity, and a 
population where all the people are 
well born and well nourished. 


In speaking of the work of various 
types of health organizations, Dr. Kel- 
ley praised the work of the Newton 
Health Department and he alluded to 
the outstanding servjce given by Dr. 
Curtis in the work of stamping out 
diphtheria. 

A community health program, said 
Dr. Kelley, must be based upon care- 
ful planning and the plans must be 
laid upon a basis of ascertained fact 
about the health conditions and 
health resources of the city. This 
means a health study or survey. Such 
a survey should be essentially local in 
control and interest: it should be sci- 
entific in its methods, utilizing the ex- 
perience and training of specialists: 
and it should be practical and not 
merely abstract and theoretical in its 
aims and results. This same method 
of ascertaining the facts through a 
survey applies equally well to other 
fields of social work, such as recrea- 
tion, child welfare work, etc. 

The Newton Central Council is a 
community council composed of 34 
welfare and civic organizations in the 
City of Newton. The council includes 
public agencies such as the Health 
Department, Playground Department, 
Charity Department, etc.; private so 
cial and health agencies, such as the 
District. Nursing Association, Red 
Cross, Welfare Bureau. Newton Hos- 
pital, Newton Circle, Y. M. C. A. and 
Y. W. C. A. and others: and organiza- 
tions having a general interest in 
civic betterment, such as the Newton 

oderation of Women’s Clubs, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the American 
Legion, and the various village im- 
provement associations. 

The officers of the Council are 
George M. Angier, president: Mrs. 
Irving O. Palmer, vice-president; May- 
nard Hutchinson, secretary: Leon B. 
Rogers, treasurer; and Arthur Dun 
ham, executive secretary. The execu 
tive committee is composed of the 
elected officers and the following per- 
sons: Frederick D. Fuller, Mrs. May- 
nard Hutchinson, Rev. Mcllyar H 
Lichliter, Mrs. Marcus .Morton, Mrs. 
Bertrand E. Taylor, and Allan S. 
White. 

The purpose of the Council is to 
establish co-operative relationship 
between social and civic activities in 
Newton, to the end that there may be 
less duplication of work, a better un- 
derstanding of the needs of the com- 
munity, greater efficiency, and effec- 
tive action on matters pertaining to 
the social and civic welfare of the 
city.

WOMAN’S ASSOCIATION OK 
CENTRAL CHURCH 

“When I left the station I almost 
started in the direction of the lii^h 
school instead of Central Church," 
said Miss Mary McClure of Shensi, 
Chinn, speaking before the Woman’s 
Assoeiation on Wednesday. "I was 
brought up in West Newton and at- 
tended the Pierce and Franklin 
schools.” For the past five years 
Miss McClure has been doing mis- 
sionary work. “I wish you could go 
with me and see what you are help- 
ing to make possible with your gifts. 
There Is a fascination In seeing 
changes in lives,” she said. 

The part of Shensi where her work 
lies Is remote from the progressive 
centres on the coast. The women and 
girls are still suffering from hound 
feet and child marriages prevail there. 

From Fonchow as a centre. Miss 
McClure travels on the hack of the 
large mule called "Mouse" over a dis- 
trict eight times the extent of Mas- 
sachusetts. Small groups of women 
gather in the villages for a two weeks’ 
period of intensive training. Only 
two weeks, but in that short time 
they can learn to read the New Testa- 
ment in the national phonetic script. 
This has hut 39 characters, a contrast 
to the 7.000 required by the old meth- 
od. Some of the more promising 
among the women are sent to Fen- 
chow for further training. Lessons 
in home-making are taught and 
though a bucket of water often costs 
one-fifth of a man’s daily wage, as- 
tonishing results are seen in bathed 
babies and cleanly surroundings. 
These women, so eager to learn, be- 
come centres of influence and when 
teacher conies again next year she 
finds a little group of new learners 
already partially taught. So the light 
is passed on in sunny Shensi. 

The members of the Association 
were enthusiastic over the returns 
from the Bazaar. Mrs. Charles Lynde 
and Mrs. Horton Allen of the fancy 
table reported the largest amount 
$405. The total, up to date, is $2,275 
and the book, table, and cafetaria have 
not yet reported. Compliments were 
paid Mrs. Otto Bachman as chairman 
of the dinner committee. 

Mrs. Wallace C. Boyden made a 
clear statement df the year’s finances.

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EDITORIAL 


Wo reallr.e of course, that intolll- 
gont people will need considerably 
more thnn the slogan of "Ten years is 
long enough. Time to change mayors, 
in making up their mind for whom to 
vote next Tuesday. For if mayors 
are to he changed, there should he 
some indication of what the new ad- 
ministration will endeavor to bring 
about. First place, in our opinion, 
should he given to a revision of the 
present zoning ordinance so ns to pro- 
vide for a single residence district. 
The Newton of 1950 demands this ac- 
tion at our hands. Some systematic 
work should also be done on street ex- 
tensions as recommended by the 
Planning Hoard. We believe the city I 
is sadly delinquent in not providing] 
a suitable War Memorial for the youth 
of Newton who gave their lives in the 
Great War. Billboards should be 
eliminated, automobile traffic regu 
lated, bootleggers and drunken ntito- 
mobilists prosecuted to the full ex- 
tent of the law. and last but by no 
means the least, there should be a 
most careful super\ision of the ex- 
penses of each city department. 

We are aware that many voters feel 
as if they were between "the devil and 
the deep sea" in making a choice be- 
tween the two candidates for mayor. 
Let us suggest that one candidate 
promises retirement from office after 
the present term, the other does not. 
In other words, the election of one 
candidate clears the entire field for 
the election of 1925.

Newton has Its own ideas of n 
mayoralty contest. Of what it does 
not offer we Hhall not write. Never- 
theless we cannot help but wonder 
what Newton people would think if 
Newton tackled such things an do 
many other Massachusetts cltieH. With 
vivid recollectlona of street corner 
railing, rows In front of polling places, 
street fights and unlimited excitement 
such as we have observed (not In 
Newton) we congratulate our home 
town that It prefers peaceful persua- 
sion. We couldn’t help comparing two 
statements in last week’s Graphic. 
From City Hall came the news that 
tile total registration of voters when 
the hooks were closed for the coming 
municipal election showed 9,002 wo- 
men and 9,050 men, or a total or 18,- 
052. Under the caption of “Twenty- 
five years ago in Newton” wo read, 
"Registration for city election closes 
with 5,006 names on the ifst." Despite 
this remarkable growtli in the number 
of registered voters wc haven’t seen 
any considerable changes in the 
methods of campaigning in our city. 
We do not deplore that fact, far from 
it, but we have to smile when there 
flashes across our memory wild hap- 
penings we have witnessed and which 
have been looked upon as ordinary 
campaign methods as justifiable as 
they are strenuous. 


We once saw in East Boston during 
a Hitter fight for a legislative nomina- 
tion a candidate direct the driver ot 
his automobile to pursue the fire ap- 
paratus in order he might hold a rally 
before the assembled spectators at the 
threatened conflagration. And he did. 
Furthermore, he attempted to mount 
the ladder with the firemen in order 
to have a more advantageous place 
from which to address the multitude. 
Refused permission by the firemen he 
appealed to the owner of the house 
for the blaze was an incipient one on 
the roof. The owner hesitated and 
during the discussion the firemen — It 
was purely accidental they insisted — 
let go the hose for a moment and 
thereby completely drenched the candi- 
date. In South Boston we were 
privileged to watch the tactics of rival 
candidates for a minor office to draw 
the crowds. One stood In his automo- 
bile on one side of the square and the 
other directly opposite. The man who 
was not obtaining an audience worthy 
of the name hit upon an ingenious 
scheme. There was a police signal 
box nearby, so he commanded one of 
his hangers-on to create a mild dis- 
turbance requiring police interference. 
The scheme worked well and while the 
prisoner stood by the policeman at the 
box the candidate, having won the en- 
tire crowd to his automobile, made a 
stirring address. The amount ex- 
pended next morning for his hench- 
man’s fine was charged up to cam- 
paign expenses. 

We were going to say that the most 
dignified rallies we had ever seen were 
those held in Eliot Hall in the days 
when we were in short trousers. Even- 
ing clothes for the ushers, cut flowers 
and palms on the platfornwind a band 
concert. We thought that about the 
most refined political gathering pos- 
sible until we were privileged to 
travel through the South with Presi- 
dent Coolidge when he was a candi- 
date for Vice-President. There — in 
Hickory and Ashville, North Carolina, 
to he exact — we saw and heard politi- 
cal rallies opened with prayer by a 
clergyman. To us it was a nunusual 
spectacle and wc wondered what the 
voters in some of our Northern cities 
(not including Newton) would say to 
that. We recalled how we had seen 
a candidate in a large Massachusetts 
city take exception to the introductory 
speech of the presiding officer and by 
wav of reprimand gently toss the pre- 
siding officer off the platform, after 
having slammed him in the jaw. It 
also called to our mind how a dispute 
between a spell-binder and a heckler 
ended when somebody pulled the gas 
chandelier out by the roots so to 
speak. We have seen a candidate take 
off his fur coat just before his limou- 
sine pulled up at the door of a South 
End (Boston) hall and deliberately 
change it for a thin top-coat. It was 
part of his make-up as the “poor man’s 
candidate” he frankly admitted to us. 
We know where 200,000 embossed in- 
vitations were sent out for a rally. 
At this same occasion forty high grade 
singers were engaged to give a pro- 
cram of excellent music. Htjw many 
thousands that single rally cost we are 
not prepared to say but will gamble 
the hill was a staggering one. And 
so we might continue were it for the 
fear our readers would weary of it. 
Suffice to ‘say we think we have proved 
that Newton people have been spared 
a lot of affliction and we only hope 
they appreciate that fact. 


We cannot see that the City of New- 
ton emerges from the Underwood 
School case with any vast amount of 
glory. We believe that the litigation 
could have been avoided, feeling as we 
do that we have some knowledge of the 
circumstances. We believe further 
that the Immense cost which the delay 
has imposed upon the taxpayers should 
never have been allowed to materialize 
by the city government. However, noth- 
ing we may write could he half as 
eloquent as the sight of the present 
unfinished structure.

CORRESPONDKNCK 


Auburndale, November 27, 1923. 
Editor of Newton Graphic; 

For the past several months a hot 
controversy between the citizens of 
Auburndale and the present members 
of the Board of Aldermen has been 
smoldering. The particular persons 
under attack have been the present 
Board members from Ward Four, par- 
ticularly Alderman Harry B. Ross 
and the Zoning Compiittee of the 
Board, of which G. V. Phipps was 
chairman. 

For many years the old Crane estate 
on Rowe Street adjoining the B. & A. 
tracks and Commonwealth Avenue, has 
been owned by the B. & A. R. R. and 
the Metz Company of Waltham, who 
recently passed through a Receiver’s 
hands. Now this property consists of 
about 3v£ acres of land and the Metz 
lot was said to he mortgaged to the 
Waltham Trust Company. 

Early in the Spring of 1922, the City 
Engineer Department issued a hook of 
maps showing the contemplated plans 
for setting out the various sections of 
the city under the Zoning Plan. A copy 
of the maps was brought to the Aub- 
urndale Club by Alderman Ross for 
the inspection of the citizens and 
property owners of the town. 

That map clearly showed that the 
section of Rowe Street in controversy 
was then distinctly set out in a resi- 
dentiardistrict. These plans were vised 
and closely scrutinized by the prop- 
erty owners of the ward, and the 
writer particularly noted the Rowe 
Street situation. Shortly afterwards* 
a hearing was given by the Zoning 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
to Ward Four and Auburndale prop- 
erty holders. 

The night of hearing was a stormy 
one, but notwithstanding weather condi 
tions a fair attendance was present. 
There was no great objection to the 
plans as submitted on those maps, and 
particularly the Metz — B. & A. prop- 
erty on Rowe Street. 

A short period after this hearing at 
a joint meeting of the City Engineer, 
Edwin H. Rogers, and the Zoning Com- 
mittee, Chairman of the Board of Al- 
dermen, George V. Phipps, this piece of 
land was put into the manufacturing 
district, and the writer understands 
that a number of similar changes were 
made throughout the City. (These 
changes are plainly marked on the 
maps at City Engineer’s office.) 

Now, Mr. Editor, all these changes, 
to my mind, should have been referred 
back to the Committee on Zoning for 
hearings. They were matters of im- 
portance to property owners all over 
the City. But this apparently, was not 
done with the result that these changes 
from the original maps will lie matters 
of the future of more or less contro- 
versy and in many cases loss of values 
to the City and added expense to our 
taxpayers. 

Why was so important a matter left 
entirely to the discretion of these two 
men? 

Phipps is a lawyer and a man of 
ordinary good judgment and why could 
he not foresee the Importance of hear- 
ings on these changes in justice to him- 
self and his colleagues on the Board, 
hut particularly the property owners 
alteeted. 

Rogers presumably acted in an ad- 
visory capacity. 

But what was the result of all this? 
Now note: One bright sunny Sum- 
mer’s morning lust July, sixteen 
months after the change a lot of lum- 
ber was being unloaded on this Rowe 
Street land. Then and only then the 
residents of that district realized that 
something other than the will of the 
people of thut beautiful residental 
community was forced upon them. A 
petition was entered with the Bourd of 
Aldermen and a wave of protest swept 
over tin* district affected. 

At the Aldermanic hearing it was 
clearly shown that Auhurmlale was 
taken by surprise, and the Aldermen 
from that district were clearly as 
founded to fliul the changes mude. Well 
it strikes us that Kip Van Winkle had 
nothing on the Fathers of our city. l»e- 
cause the whole Board fell asleep, as 
it si now shown that other sections 
of the city were also affected. 


After that hearing the Auburndale 
Protestants awaited some word from 
the Board. I feel that the Board has 
again emulated "Old Rip” because we 
had not heard a thing by a sign or 
token from the night to this writing. 

We charge the Board of Aldermen 
and the Zoning Committee with the 
Rowe Street situation. It does not 
represent the will of the great ma- 
jority of people in the district affected. 
We are forced to accept a fire menace 
and a condition antagonistic to the 
will of the people. 

And this without even the slightest 
recognition of the fact that Auburn- 
dale had made a protest which prop- 
erly ought to have been recognized by 
the Board, and its position conveyed 
to the citizens, taxpayers and property 
holders affected.

Newton High mode a whirlwind 
finish in the 192.1 Suburban League 
race, tv hen they came up from behind 
on Thanksgiving morning, and de- 
feated Brookline Ifi to 13. Entering 
th<> field at the beginning of the second 
half on the short end of a 13 to 0 score, 
they uncovered a whirlwind offense, 
an offense that swept the Brookline 
players completely off their feet, and 
which resulted in two touchdowns and 
a field goal. Fast running plnys kept 
the spectators constantly alert, for the 
game was ever in doubt until the final 
whistle blew. 

The first half was a gloomy one for 
the Newton fnns.

Augusta Maria Rice was born in 
Newton Centre, Mass., February 19, 
1831. Her father. Marshall S. Rice 
was prominent in the affairs of the 
city of Newton, active in the construc- 
tion of the Air Line Railroad, the 
owner of a large farm in Newton Cen- 
tre and head of a private school for 
boys. His daughter received a good 
education and on September 24, 1852, 
was married to Alvah Hovey then a 
young professor in the Newton Theo 
logical Institution. Later he became 
its president and for 51 years until his 
death in 1903, they worked together 
for the school and the students. Mrs. 
Hovey had unusual executive ability 
and was able to relieve Dr. Hovey of 
much of the care of the buildings and 
furnishings, leaving him free for 
study, teaching, writing, administra- 
tive and public work. She also acted 
as his private secretary and was ever 
ready to help him as needed. 

A woman of marked ability along 
many lines, she was the real founder 
of the Woman’s Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society in 1871. when in response 
to her missionary sister’s pleadings, 
she called together the women of the 
Baptist Church in Newton Centre, to 
consider the matter from which meet- 
ing the society originated. She was 
it’s corresponding secretary from 1874 
to 1883. and a vice-president from 1895 
until 1913, when the societies of the 
East and West united to form the Wo- 
man's American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society. During all these 42 years 
her interest was unflagging. She was 
a member of the Board and for years 
one of the leading forces In directing 
its affairs. 

Mrs. Hovey had a large snare in the 
establishment of the Home for Mis- 
sionaries Children at Newton Centre 
in 1880, superintended the erection of 
the building and was for many years 
chairman of the committee in charge 
of it. When a second home was opened 
in Newton in 1904, she was called up- 
on to plan for it together with Dr. and 
Mrs. Fred Haggard. 

„ike her father and husband, she 
was public-spirited, deeply interested 
in the City of Newton, and was one of 
the original promoters of the Newton 
Hospital. At a time of special import- 
ance in the life of the Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club. Mrs. Hovey was railed 
to he Its president, and held the office 
for six years. 1894-1900, longer than 
any other of its president's. 

For many years she was Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
New England Baptist Hospital and a 
trustee of the Boston Baptist Bethel. 
She was also a member of the Students 
Aid Society of Wellesley College. 

Sver active in Church and Sunday 
School, she exerted a strong influence 
over the young ladies who were mem- 
bers of her class. Her home was man- 
aged with the sjime skill and ability 
that characterized all her work. One 
of her friends said she would have 
made a fine business man. For a long 
period she was the most Influential 
woman and the social leader In New- 
ton Centre, and her "students parties” 
wore a delightful feature of the com- 
munity. 

Mrs. Hovey was one of the out- 
standing women of her generation; 
with a pronounced Christian character, 
unusual executive ability, an effective 
forceful speaker, a fine presiding of- 
ficer. and having a gracious charm of 
manner which won all hearts. Her 
hospitality was unbounded and her 
life was fl! led with joyous service tn 
the many line's of activity which 
opened before her. 

For tin* past few years she has spent 
Hie winters with her daughter, Mrs. W. 
it Purshley in Live Oak, Florida, 
where in her 93rd year, she passed to 
the heavenly home on November 6,

Editor of Newton Graphic: 

This Is not a letter of criticism but 
a question put by one deeply inter- 
ested in education. Last week all over 
the country was observed as Educa- 
tional Week and accordingly the 
School Committee of Newton arranged 
a most interesting and well attended 
meeting at the Technical High School 
last Thursday evening. It was worth 
doing and might well be repeated each 
year. But there remains one ques- 
tion to be asked. 

In early New England history, and 
indeed up to the most recent times, 
the churches have been in close affili- 
ation with tiie schools. Hud there 
been no early church in New Eng- 
land it is probable there would have 
been no schools. Without regard to 
denomination or creed, this close con- 
nection between religious community 
life and community education can 
never he broken. On the platform 
last Thursday night there was not a 
single minister to speak, or eveu by 
his presence indieute this close con 
nection. *So far as I could judge there 
was absolutely no official representa- 
tion of or by any church of any de- 
nomination. 

May l ask if this was an oversight? 
If merely an oversight it may he said 
to have been the fault of the church. 
But might it not be, in the spirit of 
helpfulness suggested, that hereafter 
the institution that has such large 
care of children (I mean the church 
of any denomination) should join 
hands in meeting with the schools us 
the interests of the two organizations 
are simply the left and right hand of 
better citizenship? 

Being a minister I naturally hesi- 
tate to write this letter, but I trust it 
may serve as a suggestion and not as 
mere criticism.

mittees for the most part, of clubs ot 
the Twelfth district, met on Monday 
morning at the Newton Centre Wom- 
an’s Club house to consider common 
problems and individual accomplish- 
ment in conference with the Art de- 
partment of the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. Mrs. 
W. H. White, director for the district, 
brought greetings, and asked for do- 
nations for the furnishings for the 
Music room at General Federation 
Headquarters at Washington. Om 
hundred dollars has been asked from 
lie Massachusetts clubs. Mrs. White 
also asked that the clubs be not too 
lavish in the use of Christmas greens 
especially of laurel, urged plenty of 
music and remembrance of shut-ins at 
the holiday season. 

Miss Grace Horne, chairman of the 
department, presided during the con- 
ference, the first hour being given up 
to reports from the various clubs. 
Poster contests for pupils of the 
schools, art exhibits, and the neces- 
sity ( .i psychological .publicity for the 
exhibits weri all touched upon by the 
delegates. Miss Helen Goss gave a 
very pleasing talk upon ‘ Interior Dec- 
oration." in which she stressed the 
possibility of beautiful homes from 
an artistic standpoint within the 
reach of every woman without the 
use of much money. Applied good 
taste, she said, not money, is esseu 
tial for results of good background in 
the home. 

During the intermission those pres- 
ent examined with evident pleasure 
the choice exhibit of examples of arts 
and crafts done by Newton Centre 
people, which was displayed in the 
Art room by the local committee. 

At the afternoon session there were 
addresses by Mr. Royal Bailey Far- 
num, State supervisor of drawing an<l 
principal of the Normal Art School, ou 
Art and the Community”: and by 
Miss Amy Whittier, an instructor in 
the same school upon “Arts and 
Crafts.” 

Mr. Farnum, under the topic “Art in 
the Community,” discussed some of 
the things that tie the community to- 
gether in an artistic whole, and sug- 
gested practical things which the 
clubs might do to help in this line. A 
community, lie said, expresses itself 
in all its buildings. He paid high 
compliment to the women of Newton 
Centre tin the beauty of the Club 
House and in the fine exhibit of 
beautiful things, which the commit- 
tee had arranged. Of some of the 
things to do, he said, begin by taking 
care of your own back yards first. 
Do the best you can with your own 
homes first; then familiarize your- 
selves with the building code and its 
restrictions. Your committees might 
get out a booklet giving suggestions 
as to good and bad color schemes for 
your houses; should be allowed to sit 
in with the board of aldermeu when R 
considers matters in which art is 
needed; decorate the streets by ar- 
tistic planting of trees and the care 
of t ho same; and make plaus for the 
development of a sort of unity of ef- 
fort in making the town ustheticuliy 
attractive. There ought to be an art 
commission in every community, 
which would seek, accept advice, ami 
be humble to adopt it.

NEWTON CHORAL SOCIETY 


Its Eighth Concert Held in Central Church, Newtonville, 
a Great Success 


The Newton Choral Society gave its 
eighth concert Tuesday evening, at 
Central Church, before an audienco 
that nearly filled the auditorium. 

The chorus presented a program of 
10 part songs, and in none of its con- 
certs has it done any finer work. Its 
singers have gained in sweetness of 
tone and confidence, of attack, and in 
delicacy of shading. The large size 
of the chorus gives it great power in 
climaxes. 

* The program was a very varied one. 
The “Song of the Vikings” by Eaton 
Failing was a good one to stir the 
audience from the start. “Deep River” 
and “Swing Low Sweet Chariot," were 
choice pieces of negro religious min- 
strelsy, harmonized in singularly 
beautiful fashion by Burleigh. The 
familiar “Lost Chord” was done with 
finely sustained power. 

* Perhaps the finest number of the 
program was the very remarkable 
“Chorus of Homage” by William 
Gericke, former conductor of the Bos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra. This unus- 
ual composition begins as if it were 
some quiet little pastoral' theme, but 
rises to a great emotional climax. 
Grieg’s “Olaf Trygvason” was a noble 
^)it/ of romantic and dramatic music, 
majestic in its stronger passages, In 
King Olaf’s dream, organs and chimes 


were pealing, and the distant tremolo 
from the church organ entering at 
that moment produced an effort of 
surpassing beauty. 

Christmas selection’s followed, with 
a charming choral, “Gesu Bambino,” 
by Yon. singing of “Hark the Herald 
Angels Sing.” by choir and audience, 
and Handel’s “And the Glory of the 
Lord” as a sonorous and brilliant 
finale. The audience took hold of the 
familiar old hymn tune with spirit, 
and at the close the choir applauded 
the audience, and the audience ap- 
plauded the choir in turn. 

The soloist for the evening, was Mar- 
tin Albrecht, baritone, recently with 
the Boston English Opera Company. 
Mr. Albrecht has a very delightful 
voice, which is of wide range and very 
powerful when he uses its full force. 
The program gave him a full evening’s 
work, with four solos and an encore, 
and solo parts for four of the choruses.

THE BYFIELD CASE 


Mrs. By field, represented by Robert 
Adair, last week filed with the 
Supreme Judicial Court her petition 
and motion asking the Court to set 
aside the judgment, und to grant her 
a re-hearing in the cause. The rea- 
sons assigned in the application are 
that, the Court having held that the 
statute requires a definite purpose to 
be stated in an order of taking, there 
was error in the finding that the or- 
der of taking passed in this case “was 
not a nullity," although it did not 
state the purpose as it should have 
done; that, as the board of aldermen 
cannot make laws for the Common- 
wealth, there was error in the Court’s 
finding that “the defect may and 
should be cured by an amendment of 
that record,” and the recording anew 
in the Registry of Deeds of the rec- 
ord of the order for taking as 
amended.” There are additional rea- 
sons given also regarding the neces- 
sity of the board of aldermen obey- 
ing its own rules, and also first mak- 
ing appropriation for the purpose of 
the taking; and that though the orig- 
inal petition was “addressed to the 
sound discretion of the court,” the 
discretion meant is not a personal dis- 
cretion hut that which is controlled by 
principles of law.

GRACE CHURCH PLAYERS 


Last Friday evening, at the Hunne- 
well Club, the Grace Church Players 
presented "All of a Sudden Peggy,” 
a comedy in three-acts by Ernest 
Denny. The members of the cast were 
drawn from the ranks of the local 
young people who, under the direction 
of Miss Ruth Pond, gave a most enter- 
taining performance which was 
thoroughly enjoyed by a large and en- 
thusiastic audience. There was danc- 
ing after the performance. 


Monday evening, December 12, a 
meeting was called at the rooms of the 
Young Women’s Christian Association, 
to discuss the relations between the 
Y. W. C. A. and the Churches. The 
ministers and superintendents of 
Church Schools and the leaders of 
older girls’ classes were invited. 
Eight churches in Newton, Watertown, 
and Newtonville were represented. 

The president of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association stated that this 
organization Is an essentially religious 
organization. Its aim is to serve all 
the girls of the community, physically, 
mentally, and spiritually. It should 
serve the more favored girl by giving 
her an opportunity to become acquaint- 
ed with and better appreciate her less 
favored sister. It should serve the less 
favored girl by helping to make up to 
her some of the advantages which are 
not hers, by helping to build up her 
health, to develop her mentality, and 
to make real, spiritual growth. 

But the Young Women’s Christian 
Association does not wish to overlap 
the good work of other organizations. 
It does not want to draw girls from 
that which the Church wants them to 
do and it does want to help the work 
of the Church where that is possible. 

In order to show what the Young 
Women’s Christian Association has to 
offer, the president introduced Miss 
Stickney, head of the Girl Reserves of 
Boston, who expanded and explained 
the following interpretation of the Girl 
Reserve Movement. 

The Girl Reserve Program is the 
younger girl program of the Young Wo- 
men’s Christian Association. It in- 
cludes all girls from 12 to 18, whether 
in grade school, high school, or in busi- 
ness or industry. It is a four fold pro- 
gram based on work, play, fellowship 
and worship.

On Tuesday afternoon, Grace Church 
Parish House was filled with an audi- 
ence of representatives from the six 
protestant ehruehes of Newton, for the 
annual meeting of the Federation of 
Women’s Church Activities. The Rev. 
Dr. I^iurens MacLure welcomed the 
women to Grace Church, and offered 
prayer. After the singing of "Blest 
Be the Tie That. Binds,” Mrs. Samuel 
W. Bridges, president of the Federa- 
tion, called for reports, one of the or- 
ganization meeting at Eliot Church, 
last year, which was given by the sec- 
retary-treasurer, Miss Miriam Drury, 
and for the work of the Federation 
Sewing Circle, which was given by 
Mrs. Gilbert R. Griffin. The Sewing 
Circle has made during the season 401 
garments, which were distributed to 
the District Nursing Association, the 
Welfare Bureau, the Pomroy Home, the 
Red Cross and the Home Circle. Mrs. 
George Angier, chairman of the nom- 
inating committee, presented the 
names of Mrs. Bridges and Miss Drury 
for re-election, and they were duly 
elected. 

Following the business, Mr. Arthur 
Dunham, executive secretary of the 
Central Council, told of plans for the 
future of the Council. Thirty-four or- 
ganizations are included in the Coun- 
cil. divided into four groups. — com- 
munity, health, welfare, and civic. Mr. 
Dunham explained the proposed sur- 
vey which is to be made by Newton 
people in the near future. 

Miss Mable C. Bragg, assistant super- 
intendent of schools, gave a most il- 
luminating and enjoyable address on 
“Child Health In Belgium." in which 
she told most graphically of her ex- 
periences the past summer in instruct- 
ing the teachers and school officials and 
others in that country in the sort of 
health work done for the children hero 
in Newton. She found the people in 
the people very responsive, once she 
had gained their confidence, and eager 
to do their utmost to build up their 
children. They were much interested 
in the exhibit of work done by our 
Newton children which she had had 
prepared to take over, and which is 
now going the rounds of the 110U 
schools, where it will be seen by thou- 
sands of children. Miss Bragg found 
that the children did not know how to 
play, neither did their teachers. In 
fact a playground equipped by the 
Junior Red Cross was not being used 
until a young man director from that 
organization was sent to instruct the 
teachers how to use the apparatus and 
to play the games. Even in the camps 
for debilitated children, established by 
the government, only the crudest sort 
of work was being done; the children 
in mid-summer were sleeping in rooms 
with tightly closed windows, were 
drinking coffee four and five times a 
day and eating slice after slice of bret d 
without any idea of a properly bal- 
anced diet. She feels that Belgium 
still needs our help, and that the work 
of I he past summer has made th< m 
realize that they still want it. 

At the close of the program a very 
enjoyable social hour was spent. Tea 
was served under the direction of Mrs. 
Fred H. Loveland, by a committee 
representing the six churches. .Mrs. 
C. H. Patton, of Eliot: Mrs. E. P. 
Tuttle, of the Baptist; Mrs. E. H. Bell, 
of the Methodist; and Mrs. Edwin O. 
Childs of the North church, presided 
over the tea tables, while representa- 
tives from Channing and Grace 
churches assisted about the room. 


UNINTERESTING CITY ELECTION 

Mayor Childs Re-Elected by Large Majority. Sitting Al- 
dermen Defeated for Re-Election in Wards 2, 3 and- 4 


The city election on Tuesday, » 
brought out a light vote. 10296 ballots 
being cast, about 52^ r of the registra- 
tion. 

Mayor Edwin O. Childs, who has held 
the office for ten years, was easily re- 
elected for another term of two years 
over Representative J. C. Brimblecom. 
receiving 74.54 votes to 2693 for his op- 
ponent. Neither side made any effort 
to bring out the vote as it was under- 
stood that Representative Brimblecora’s 
candidacy was merely to give an oppor- 
tunity for those who wished to regis- 
ter their protest against Mayor Childs’ 
continued occupancy of the office. 
Mayor Childs carried all the precincts 
in the city, and the Nonantum pre- 
cincts by his usual overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

There were three contests for aider- 
men at large, the sitting alderman in 
each being defeated. In Ward 2. Hor- 
ace M. Walton, a retired supervisor of 
music in the Newton Schools, won over 
Alderman Grebenstein by a vote of 
3980 to 3423. Walton lost his own ward 
but carried the South side wards by 
goodly margins. In Ward 3. William 
B. Baker easily won from Alderman 
Frederick L. Smith with a total of 5507 
to 1876 for Smith. The Ward 4. fight 
was won by a substantial margin by 
John H. Gordon, who defeated Aider- 
man Ross, by a vote of 4729 to 3084. 

The preferential method of voting 
for ward aldermen in wards 3 and 4. 
again proved unsatisfactory, the lead- 
ers in first choice votes where a ma- 
jority vote was required being defeated 
when second choice votes were added 
and a plurality prevailed. In Ward 3. 
Percy F. Williams received 677, first 
choice votes, Richard T. Leahy, 659 
vote and Algernon McCarthy. 360 
votes. Leahy received 130 second choice 
votes. Williams 73 votes, and McCarthy 
i 150 votes, making a total of both first 
I and second choice votes of 789 for 
j Leahy. 750 for Williams and 510 for 
McCarthy. Leahy being the winner. 
In Ward 4. Wiliam M. Noone with 451. 
led in first choice votes. Perley E. Cros- 
| by having 441. and Albert L. Cole 2S6. 
with no choice. Crosby had 126 second 
choice votes. Noone 67, and Cole 151. 
making totals of 567 for Crosby. 518 


for Noone and 437 for Cole. Crosby 
winning the election. 

The city cast its usual majority 
against licensing the sale of certain 
non-intoxicating liquors, 5091 voting 
No, and 3288 voting Yes. License 
carrying both Nonar.tum precincts. 
Lower Falls, Upper Falls and Chestnut 
Hill, by small margins.

PLAYGROUND DEPARTMENT 


From a few tennis co'urts, the de- 
partment now own over twenty, four 
being added Inst year and three this 
year. 

A course in swimming and life-sav- 
ing hns been added this year. Not a 
small part of the business of the de- 
partment is the supervision and con- 
trol of baseball, football and other 
sports for which the department issue 
permits. There nre some fifty hnse- 
hall, football and other clubs in New- 
ton. who regularly use our plnygrounds 
for their games with visiting teams. 
The conduct is only indirectly under 
supervision of the department. The 
department issues permits to reliable 
clubs. The clubs are maintained and 
directed by the members and the de- 
partment only controls these activities 
through the permit system and its di- 
rectors who nre our representative's 
at these games. The department re- 
argesi I servos the right to withdraw or wtth-

One of the most recent forms of 
municipal activity is thnt of supervised 
play and recreation and which was 
recognized by this city in 1912. by t lie 
establishment of a Playground Depart- 
ment. This department is in charge 
of a commission of five gentlemen, ap- 
pointed by the mayor, for terms of 
three vears each, without confirmation 
by the aldermen. The Commission 
selects a superintendent, who has di- 
rect charge of the work, and the super- 
vision of the directors of the individual 
playgrounds. 

The work of the commission can be 
divided into three general classifica- 
tions. supervision, maintenance and de- 
elopmetit. 

The city has about 120 acres of land 
devoted to playgrounds in the several 
illages, the largest being that at New- 
ton Centre. Our playgrounds have 
usually been established by agreement 
of the city government and the citizens 
interested, that one half the cost of the 
necessary land shall be contributed by 
each. Three exceptions are noted to this 
rule, the playground at Newton Cen- 
tre being largely the entire gift of the 
residents of that village, of the AVest 
Newton Common being donated by the 
residents of that place, and the Burr 
Playground to which we refer later. 

Originally the Playground Commis- 
sion was charged only with the super- 
ision and direction of the following 
playgrounds Newton Centre. Newton 
Upper Falls, Newton Highlands. Boyd 
Park. Nonantum; AVaban. Newton 
Lower Falls. Stearns School, Nonan- 
tum; Cabot Park, Newtonville; Isling- 
ton Park, Auburndale; AVest Newton 
Common. 

n March. 1913. the Board of Aider- 
men place dthe entire care of the play- 
grounds under the Playground Com- 
mission. maintenance care and con- 
struction as well as supervision, and 
all appropriations which were for- 
merly made to the Forestry Depart- 
ment for the care and maintenance of 
grounds designated as playgrounds 
have since been made to the Play- 
ground Commission. 

In 1913, the Eden Avenue, Burr 
School, Allison, Farlow, Peirce School 
and Claflin School Playgrounds were 
added to the list of playgrounds. To 
this list to date have been added: the 
New Auburndale Playground, the new 
Burr Playground, the Horace Mann 
Playground, the Thompsonville Play- 
ground, the Neighborhood House 
Playground and the Hawthorne Street 
Playground. In addition, skating and 
all winter activities and swimming and 
bathing were put under the direction 
of the Playground Commission. The 
ommission is directly responsible to 
the Alayor and the superintendent acts 
as the executive officer of the Play- 
ground Department. AVith the growth 
of the department has grown propor- 
tionately the appropriation needed to 
carry on the supervision, care and 
maintenance and construction. The 
Playground Commission started in 
1912, with about eighty acres of land 
and they now have to take care of 
about one hundred and twenty acres. 
Originally the playgrounds were super- 
vised only during July and August, five 
days a week with five playgrounds un- 
der supervision. Tuesday and Thurs- 
day afternoons, and all day Saturday. 
The play of the school children has al- 
ways been the foremost activity of the 
department but during the last few 
years a tremendous growth has taken 
place in the use of the playgrounds by 
adolescent workers and adults. Since 
the acceptance of the Daylight Saving 
Act many thousands of people have 
been enabled to use the playgrounds 
for evening recreation. The Sunday 
Sports Act has opened many play- 
grounds for Sunday play so that we 
now have all our playgrounds under 
continuous supervision from early 
morning till dark, and not only are the 
children taught and encouraged to 
play, but young people and adults are 
given a chance to enjoy active and pas- 
sive recreation. AVith the exception of 
the clerk and the labor force, all em- 
ployees are still part time employees 
giving their time only partly to the 
work with corresponding part time 
salaries. A great many directors are 
what is known as part time recurrent 
employees. Many are now on the 
force who have been with the depart- 
ment eight or nine years. Activities 
regularly carried on on the play- 
grounds are: Boy Scout Activities, 
Citizenship Activities. Debating Clubs, 
Dramatics, First Aid Classes, Folk 
Dancing. Gardening, Girl Scout. Handi- 
craft, Holiday Celebrations. Industrial 
Athletics, Junior Red Cross Units, Lec- 
tures, Libraries, Pageant's, Self-Govern- 
ment. Skating, Social Dancing. Story 
Telling. Swimming. Tramping. 

Most of the well known sports are 
carried on by special schedules, during 
the spring, summer, fall and winter. 
For track and field work specialists 
are employed who go from playground 
to playground reinforcing the knowl- 
edge of the local director and giving 
special attention to the athletics and 
hand work of little girls and older 
girls and boys. The folk dancing is In 
charge of a supervisor and assistant. 
A nurse is employed periodically to 
examine the children and to give a 
course in Mother Craft. 

At Stearns School a kindergarten 
and primary grade activities have been 
carried on during July and August for 
several summers. 

Boys’ and Girls’ Club activities are 
carried on at the Stearns, Newton Cen- 
tre. West Newton, Horace Mann and 
Waban Playgrounds. A decided In- 
crease in the use of recreation faclli 
ties has been made by the success of 
our winter activities. The facilities 
which are being offered at Bullough’s 
Pond are probably the best in greater 
Boston and brings u great many thou- 
sands, from forty to sixty days in the 
winter, out of door's. Besides Bul- 
lough’s Pond, skating is being main- 
tained in a number of other places. 
The area devoted to skating is now 
about fourteen acres. 

Greut efforts are being made to in- 
crease the number of skating days per 
winter, since no sport is more valuable 
tliun winter sports, properly carried 
out and supervised.

and due regard for the neighbors is 
not shown. During the year 1922, 492 
permits were issued, covering baseball, 
football, ice hockey, field hockey, field 
days. etc. About 300 permits were is- 
sued for Sunday games. This Includes 
the playing of tennis. 

From a valuation of $549,000 tills 
being the original valuation of play- 
grounds, the valuation of the play- 
grounds has now grown to over a mil- 
lion dollars. Something of which every 
Newton citizen might well he proud is 
the fact thnt with the exception of 
about $70,000 all the playground lands 
were acquired through private sub- 
scription. The money which the city 
appropriated has been given to help 
out fdcal efforts. The State Act allows 
the Playground Commission to spend, 
for the purchase and development of 
playgrounds a sum equal to one half 
of one per cent of the total valuation 
of a city. 

The commission is making some pro- 
gress developing the playgrounds of 
this city. One of the most crying needs 
is for sanitary conveniences on each 
playground. It is impossible to as- 
semble several thousand people to- 
gether without creating some nuisance 
on these lines. 

The present work of the commission 
is principally for children. There fs 
a strong movement in playground and 
recreation circles to extend the work 
to include young men and women who 
have left school and are employed In 
sedentary occupations. This means] 
some form of recreation during thv 
evening hours, such as the utilization 
of school halls for recreation centres, 
lighting tennis courts for night play, 
and illuminating skating surfaces dur- 
ing the winter. The need for this class 
of work is manifest when we consider 
the fact that while the heart grows on 
an average 7Vi cubic centimetres yearly 
until the age of thirteen, it grows from 
35 to 75 centimetres during the ages 
from 14 to 19. The lungs have an 
average growth per anum of 35 cubic 
centimetre's, while the growth between 
14 and 19 Is from 75 to 150. The vital 
organs grow very rapidly during these 
years and any retardation would mean 
undersized henrt and lungs for the 
remainder of life. In another sense, 
the greater care taken of our young 
people during this period of adoles- 
cence, would result in men and women 
i * r greater physical development and a 
preparedness for war which would lie 
of great value to the future of the 
nation. 

Newton is exceptionally well situated 
for the development of swimming as a 
sport and as recreation. Cradled in 
the arms of the Charles River, every 
village has easy access to the water 
and swimming ought to he encourged 
among our people. 

Edmands park has a splendid place 
to locate a toboggan chute, a form of 
winter sport which would he of great 
value to many persons whose work 
keeps them indoors. 

These are merely hints of the pos- 
sibilities which are present in this city 
for work along recreative lines. The 
value of recreation cannot be estimated 
in money. If the work among the chil- 
dren serves to bring out qualities of 
leardership, if it builds up the body 
and brain, if it teaches the rich and 
the poor, to respect each other for 
individual ability and not for the 
pocketbook, it has accomplished results 
which are fur greater than dollars and 
cents, and will aid in developing a 
saner, healthier and better race of peo- 
ple. 

The Department 'employes 29 men 
and 28 women and casts the city about 
$60,000 annually. 

The daily attendance for the sum- 
mer months average 3,645 and 1,250 
for the winter months. 

The Burr Playground. . on Park 
street, Newton, the gift of the family 
of Isaac T. Burr, contains over 5 acres 
and through the\generoslty of Mr. All- 
ston Burr is undoubtedly one of the 
best, if not the very best playground 
in the entire state. It has facilities 
for all kinds of spprt for young and 
old. It is valued at $250,000.

GRACE CHURCH HISTORY 


The parish of Grace Church was or- 
ganized September 27, 1S55. The first 
services which led up to parish or- 
ganization were held in the home of 
Mr. Stephen Perry, just over the Wa- 
tertown line on Galen Street. The 
Rev. T. F. Fales of Waltham, and a 
young clergyman. Rev. W. S. Perry, 
afterward Bishop of Iowa, officiated at 
these services. Sometimes the one, 
sometimes the other. 

As the congregation began to out- 
grow the accommodations of Mr. Ste- 
phen Perry’s parlor, they secured the 
old "Union Hall," where Cole’s Block 
now stands, and began to hold services 
there on May 20, 1S56. Then a lot was 
purchased at the corner of Washington 
and Hovev Streets and a church 
building of wood, was erected. The 
rector. Rev. J. S. Copley Greene, built 
and gave to the parish a rectory, which 
is now the Pomroy Home. Mr. Greene 
was the first rector of the parish and 
was possessed of considerable wealth. 
He gave liberally to the cause of the 
new church. It was his first and only 
parochial cure. 

When Mr. Greene resigned the rec- 
torship in 1S64. the parish had devel- 
oped considerably in numbers and 
financial ability, and Rev. Peter Henry 
Steenstra. a man of scholarly attain- 
ments was called, who served the parish 
until 1S69, when he resigned to begin 
his long and successful career as a pro- 
fessor in the Episcopal Theological 
School, at Cambridge. Mass. 

During the rectorship of the Rev. 
Henry C. Mayer, who succeeded Dr. 
Steenstra. the wooden church was be- 
coming overcrowded, and in 1872. the 
movement for a new church was begun. 
Looking to this end. a lot of land was 
secured on the corner of Church and 
Eldredge Streets. The credit for this 
far-sighted selection was due to Mr. I 
S. Welles Holmes, for many years a I 
most ardent and energetic member of 
the Vestry, who realized that the old 
site was becoming more and more 
noisy as the business of the Boston and 
Albany R. R. increased, and that New- 
ton was growing up the hills. 

In the meantime Mr. Mayer resigned 
and was succeeded by Rev. Joseph S. 
Jencks. July 1. 1S72. On September 
4. of that year the corner-stone of the 
present stone church was laid, and the 
building was occupied for the first 
service in December. 1S73. It was at 
that time the finest church building 
that had been erected in the city of 
Newton, and still holds its own among 
the best aud most beautiful of New 


ton’s public buildings. The cost was a 
little less than $100,000. 

On January 1. 1S75. began the long 
and fruitful rectorship of the Rev. 
George W. Shinn. D. D. The parish 
grew in numbers and the church was 
adorned with beautiful gifts and, 
memorial windows. The first chime* 
of bells in the city was set up in the 
belfry of the beautiful stone speir. The 
chapel, parish house, library, and choir 
house were erected, and the large debt 
was paid. 

Through the initiative of Dr. Shinn, 
aided by members of Grace Church, 
and other citizens of Newton, the 
movement was inaugurated whi^fe has 
resulted in our splendid Newton Hos- 
oital. justly the pride of the whole 
city. 

Five other Episcopal churches have 
"Town up. each taking members from 
Trace Church, and yet the old parish 
maintains its vigorous life. 

On the first of June. 1906. Dr. 
Shinn’s long rectorship came to end. by 
reason of infirmity and advancing 
vears. and he became Rector-Emeritus. 
One year later the Rev. Laurens Mac- 
Lure. S. T. D.. became rector, and has 
continued to the present. The parish 
has advanced slowly and steadily, and 
many improvements have been made 
in the fabric and fittings of the church. 

A handsome stone rectory has been 
erected on the propertv of the parish 
fronting Eldredge Street. Grace 
Church now possesses one of the most 
complete and beautiful groups of 
ecclesiastical buildings to be found 
anywhere in New England.

Residents of Lower Falls nnd Aub- 
urndale were apparently at logger 
heads at December third meeting of 
the aldermen when n proposed ordi- 
nance making Grove street, from Aub- 
urndnle to Lower Falls a one way 
street for trucks, for limiting the 
speed to ten miles an hour, nnd to pro- 
hibit trucks of over two tons to use 
the street, was under consideration. 
The ordinance was proposed in order 
to regulate the trucking on Grove 
street by the Riverside Snnd nnd 
Gravel Company, which has a gravel 
pit between Auburndnle nnd Lower 
Falls. Residents of Auburndnle were 
much concerned over the speed and 
noise of those heavy trucks. Rev. 
Hr. E. P. Drew, John I. Adams, S. W. 
Selloy and Mrs. Harry B. Ross favored 
the ordinance. It was strongly op- 
posed by Alfred Murray, ex-Alderman 
P. C. Baker, James D. Monahan and 
Matthew Manning of Lower Falls, and 
by Miss Elizabeth Duke and Mrs. 
Helen Walter of Auburndnle. A Mr. 
Cronin also spoke in remonstrance 
for the B. & A. Co. There was some 
confusion as to just what was needed 
and it was evident that Auburndnle 
would he sntislled if the one way 
street clause was stricken out of the 
ordinance. Something to this effect 
was suggested by Mr. E. J. Winslow. 
Iiss Fitzgerald and Amato Pescosolido 
also spoke. At the close of the hear- 
ing a standing vote showed a large 
majority of those present to be op- 
posed to the proposition. 

President Hollis presided and Al- 
dermen Madden and Parker were the 
only absentees. 

Other hearings were held on Edison 
Co. poles on Highland avenue, Com- 
monwealth avenue, High street, Sum- 
ner street. Baldwin street and the pe- 
titions granted.

Burnham Bros, to 
sell gasoline on Glen avenue, Ed- 
mund Mattis for a 3 car garage on 
Keefe avenue, Allan McIntosh to sell 
gasolene at 90 Winchester street, on 
a 15 foot building line on Lewis ter- 
race and for sewer in Clarendon 
street. 

Mr. Joseph Lyons spoke in favor o t 
petitions of Elizabeth F. McGrath to 
sell gasolene at 793 Washington 
street.

Rev. Perry Chandler, for many years 
a Methodist minister and a veteran of 
the Cival War. died suddenly last Fri- 
day, at his home, 87 Glen avenue, New- 
ton Centre.

MAY USE JITNEYS 


The State Department of Public 
Utilities has issued an order approving 
the petition of the Middlesex & Boston 
Street railway Company for authority 
to operate jitneys in Bedford, Con- 
cord. Lexington, Needham, Sherborn. 
Waltham and Wuylund. and upon 
streets and ways over which the com- 
pany now operates electric curs In Ar- 
lington. Ashland, Ashmont. Billerica, 
Fruminghutu. Hopkinton, Natick, New- 
ton, Watertown and Wellesley. 

In the order the department points 
out thut under the law a street rail- 
way company may not operate Jitneys 
without first obtaining a license from 
the local authorities. “In giving our 
approval, therefore,” the commission- 
ers state, “We are, in our opiuion, lu 
no wuy Interfering with locul control.” 


The Central Club held its annual 
father and son night.

DEATH OF MRS. HIGGINS 


Mrs. Mary (Canfied) Higgins, the 
widow* of Charles W. Higgins, died 
last Saturday, at her home. 3S Wood- 
bine street. Auburudale, in her seven- 
tieth year. Mrs. Higgins was born on 
August 9. 1854. at Morristown, N. J.. 
and was the daughter of Isaac A. 
Canfield and Mary Elizabeth Canfield 
of that place. She received her educa- 
tion at Packer Institute in Brooklyn. 
N. Y., and in 1S7S. married Mr. Hig- 
gins at Andover. 

Mrs. Higgins came of old Revolu- 
tionary stock, one of her ancestors be- 
ing Rev. Mr. Caldwell, a minister of 
Speedwell, N. J.. of whom the tale is 
told that during a skirmish between 
British troops and the American for- 
ces. when the latter had no wadding 
left for their guns. Mr. Caldwell ran 
into his church and gathered up an 
armful of hymnbooks which he gav/ 
his countrymen to use for that pur- 
pose. 

Mrs. Higgins’s father w r as the pro- 
prietor of the old Speedwell Iron 
Works at Speedwell, N. J.. in which 
much of the machinery used in the 
first successful ocean steamers was 
manufactured. Ho was a friend also 
of Samuel F. B. Morse, the inventor of 
the telegraph, and was largely respon- 
sible for Morse’s success in that he 
offered the latter the use of his factory 
for experimental work. 

Mrs. Higgins was active in church 
and charitable work and was a mem- 
ber of the Auburndale Congregational 
Church for many years. She was af- 
filiated also with many other local or- 
ganizations including the Review Club 
of Auburndale. Her husband died last 
January. She is survived by a son, 
Albert W. Higgins of Chicago, 111. 

Services wore held at her late resi- 
dence on Monday. Rev. Edward Pay- 
son Drew officiated, and the burial was 
in Old South Andover, Mass.

Notwithstanding the explanation 
•we gave previous to the election as to 
our position on the mayorality, we 
find there has been some misunder- 
standing among our friends who could 
not seem to grasp the idea that any- 
one would be willing to be a candi- 
date for any office in the face of un- 
doubted defeat. Let us state in the 
beginning that, having served, as a 
young man, under the direction of 
some of the able business men of the 
community who have served the city 
as its chief executives, the present 
slip-shod, unbusinesslike administra- 
tion of city affairs, has not been at 
all satisfactory ami its endorsement 
without a protest for another period 
of two years, seemed almost criminal. 
In addition, we sensed an undercur- 
rent of similar feeling on this matter, 
and, i norder to crystalize that senti- 
ment, it was necessary to have a can- 
didate.

WHEN TREES REALLY BUD OUT 

Specialist on Subject Saya Moat 
People Are Mistaken About 
tha Tima. 

So few of us notice trees carefully 
that in early spring when the buds 
are swelling we say “The buds are 
coming on the trees,” whereas, if our 
eyes had been opened to nature's won- 
ders we would have known they bad 
been patiently "budded” the summer 
before. 

As tlie buds begin to swell the out- 
side coverings or scales grow larger, 
separate and fall, writes Susan S. 
Alburtis In Nature Magazine of Wash- 
ington. They leave their scars behind 
them ns a group of very close rings. 
Wherever these rings are, there a ter- 
minal hud has been. 

Not necessarily does the distance be- 
tween ring groups mean a year’s 
growth. Sometimes, according to the 
season, a tree will make a second 
growth, then It has made two termi- 
nal buds In a growing senson. The 
horse chestnut frequently does this, 
because of a disense that attacks it 
In early July. In such cases two 
groups of rings would be made in one 
year. 

Not nil the side buds on a twig will 
open. They are the reserve army wait- 
ing to come into action if the main 
buds are injured. After a few years 
of waiting, if they have not been 
brought Into service, they will be cov- 
ered by the growing wood, but have 
“served by waiting.” 

Not much variation occurs in the 
shape of the bud bundles In the same 
species, so probably the safest way to 
know trees Is by their buds. Then, 
too, if we remember that they are on 
the trees all the year round except for 
a very short time immediately after 
the old buds have opened and the new 
leaves nre getting strong enough to 
work, we can identify trees when all 
the loaves are gone if we know the 
bud bundles. 


SELLING FURS TO ESKIMOS 


Sounds Like Paradox, but Wolverine 
Headdress Is Popular With Peo- 
ple of the North. 

Selling furs for consignment to the 
Eskimos sounds like a paradox, but 
that is exactly what took pluce at the 
opening dny of the week’s sale of the 
Canadian Fur Auction Sales, Limited, 
at tlie Mount Royal hotel, according to 
the Montreal correspondent of the 
Boston Transcript. The explanation 
was more simple than it looked. F. H. 
Fingres, general manager and also auc- 
tioneer for the sule, said that the Es- 
kimos of Alaska have plenty of beau- 
tiful seal, fox and similar furs, but 
each Eskimo with any pretensions as u 
beau desires above ail things to have 
a wolverine headdress for himself and 
his favored squaws. So the Alaska 
dealers load up with the choicest skins 
they can get from the Eskimos and 
bring them to the Montreal auctions, 
where they barter them for wolverine 
skins, which they take back to Alaska 
for the adornment of the Eskimo 
beaux and belles. The Eskimos are 
satisfied and the various bartering 
processes are not done without profit.

“In my opinion these policemen are 
pretty well paid for the kind of work 
they do.” We disagree with that con- 
tention and respectfully suggest that 
if the policeman In this case was paid 
the basis of the Dempsey-Firpo 
prize fight he earned at least $50,000 in 
landing his man.

Instead of further laying ourselves 
open to the charge of sentimentalism 
we will discuss the South Side from 
the materialistic veiwpoint. Rather 
we will print what has been called to 
our attention by a Graphic reader who 
says. “If you are interested in waiting 
rooms you ought to go over to Lake 
Street. Of course nobody expects any- 
thing of that little shanty which th 
railway built when the Junction wh 3 
established 25 years ago or so. No one 
would remain in those rooms a mo- 
ment, and the windows were never 
made for use. But a waiting car has 
been provided which might lie a great 
convenience if properly cleaned and 
aired once in a while. As it is the floor 
is a sight, littered with torn papers and 
dirt. The cushions are too dusty to sit 
on. The car is one of the old-fashioned 
high step kind — the worst possible — 
and it is not heated. The air is some- 
thing awful.” The writer emphasizes 
the importance of conveniences for the 
traveling public, saying that such are 
needed not only at this but at other 
places in the city. Continuing, the let- 
ter says, that many avoid using the 
Lake Street line for various reasons 
among them the one-man car. Failure 
of the company to provide suitable 
signs on the cars that are operated is 
condemned by the writer. Then the 
letter says, “I saw a boy go to the slot 
machine in the waiting room nnd put 
in a penny without results. He did 
not seem surprised but put his hands 
in his pockets and walked off. This 
seems laughable to some people hut to 
me it is only one more unsatisfactory 
thing. I spoke to a uniformed official 
and told him the slot machine was out 
of-order. He did not apear surpised nor 
did he think it necesary that a sign 
should lie put on the machine to the 
effect that it was not working. The 
whole place is shabby, inconvenient 
and insufferable and you will do a 
groat favor to everyone if you can get 
it improved.” 


THE BYFIELD DECISION 


In our humble opinion the Newton 
Central Council’s program for a study 
of the city is excellent. If the plan as 
outlined is put through it will he a 
big help. Without attempting to dis- 
cuss the value of co-ordinating social 
and health service work we hereby 
express sincerest hope for its success. 
There is little doubt that Newton wo- 
men, whose labors we have sought to 
praise in these columns, will carry the 
burden of actual endeavor, looking to 
the men for moral and financial sup- 
port. At least we assume that will he 
the way. In fact we hope it will, for 
we believe that such a movement can 
only succeed with the women behind 
it. If we may make hold to suggest 
a campaign of publicity we know no 
one will suspect us of setting forth the 
newspaper viewpoint for selfish rea- 
sons. But we do think that any cam- 
paign along educational lines should 
be thoroughly explained before it is 
undertaken. There are many sensitive 
people who will, we fear, resent a re_ 
quest for personal information unless 
thoroughly informed as to why it is 
sought. Without reason they may feel 
they are being “patronized.” If the ob- 
ject of the Council’s program is made 
clear they, no doubt, will gladly co- 
operate. Again we urge that all in 
formation available he distributed in 
order the Council’s program may go 
through without a hitch.

The Supreme Court rendered its de- 
cision last Friday, in the case of 
Cecilia A. Byfield against the city of 
Newton, in which Mrs. Byfield sought 
a writ of certiorari to quash the action 
of the city in taking her property on 
Eldredge street for the new Underwood 
school. 

The court sustains the position 
taken by the city and overrules the ex- 
ceptions taken by Mrs. Byfield’s coun- 
sel to a previous adverse decision by a 
single justice. 

The court critisize the procedure of 
the city in several instances, but states 
that they are trivial matters, such as 
filing an “answer” instead of a "re- 
turn.” and the signatures to the “re- 
turn" should have been by the entire 
board of aldermen. 

The decision states that the school 
committee duly complied with the 
statute in regard to the need of a new 
school house, that there was no need 
of complying with all the rules of the 
aldermen in its preliminary steps, the 
court saying “that it is within the 
power of all deliberative bodies to 
abolish, modify or waive their own 
rules, intended as security against 
hasty or inconsiderate action.” 

The court finds that ample and suf- 
ficient notice was given Mrs. Byfield 
and thereas no defect either in the ap- 
propriation for the work or for the 
form of award of damages. 

The court holds that there is some 
ground for the contention that the 
order should have stated the exact pur- 
pose for which the land was taken hut 
states that as the order contained a 
full description of the property of Mrs. 
Byfield and stated unequivocally that 
the land was taken for a municipal 
purpose, it was not a nullity and the 
defect may lie cured by an amendment. 

The court says. — “It is familiar law 
that a petition for a writ of certiorari 
is addressed to the sound discretion 
of the court. It does not issue as of 
right. It is not granted on account of 
formal or insubstantial errors. It must 
appear that manifest injustice has 
been done to the petitioner and that 
there has been no laches which ought 
to operate as a waiver of his right to 
invoke judical interposition. A party 
cannot with knowledge of the salient 
facts lie by and see great expenditures 
made or liabilities incurred in reliance 
on the validity of the proceedings and 
subsequently avail himself of certiorari 
to quash them as lacking legal for- 
mality." Manifestly the petitioner de 
layed five month's after adoption and 
record of the order of taking before fil- 
ing the present petition. Plainly she 
knew all about the facts immediately 
after their occurrence. It is of no con- 
sequence whether she knew the legal 
construction of the order or not. It is 
enough that she was aware of the fact. 
The court also says. — “moreover there 
must be a timely assertion of constitu- 
tional rights. Even ignorance of per- 
tinent facts commonly is not an ex- 
cuse for failure to seek to vindicate 
them seasonably.” 

In the plea for an injunction to re- 
strain the city from entering upon the 
land until a jury might view the prem 
ises and that the building ought to re- 
main undisturbed until it was 
viewed, the court says — “There is no 
merit in this contention. Public work 
cannot halt until the end of litigation 
for the assessment of damages. Tho 
statutory provisions that there must 
ho a view by a jury on request of 
either party has no such meaning. A 
view of the property taken, in condi- 
tion in which it may he at the time of 
the jury trial, is all that is required.” 
Every exception saved by the peti- 
tioner has been fully considered. They 
demand no further discussion.”

DEATH OF MR. BON N F Y 


Mr. James Hiram Bonney, was horn 
in Phillips, Maine. June 26, 1841, son 
of Andrew Hart and Nancy Woodcock 
Robbins Bonney. In 1854, the family 
removed to Farmington, Maine, where 
he was educated at Farmington Acade- 
my and by private tutors. After com- 
pleting his education he went into 
business with his father, who con- 
ducted a store carrying groceries, 
flour, grain, etc., and was connected 
with the business interests of Farm- 
ington for more than forty years. His 
co-partnership with his surviving 
brother, Daniel M. Bonney. lasted near- 
ly sixty years under the firm name of 
J. H. Bonney & Co. Because of busi- 
ness interests in Boston, he was a resi- 
dent of Newton, Mass., for about 
seventeen years and a member of the 
Hunnewell Club of this city. In 1921, 
Mr. Bonney returned to Farmington, 
permanently and resided there until 
his deatli on November 28, 1923. He was 
descended from the early settlers of 
New England, more than eighty of his 
imcestors having come to this country 
between 1620 and 1660. He was a 
member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Farmington. 

Funeral services were held from the 
Bonney home on Saturday afternoon, 
December 1, Rev. C. O. Perry, pastor 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church of 
Farmington, officiating, with burial in 
Riverside Cemetery, Farmington.

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ALDERMEN VOTE SALARY INCREASES 


Christmas Presents to Police and Firemen 
of $200 Increase in Pay 


For the laat regular meeting of the 
• aldermen held on Monday night every 
member was present. 

There wcro the usual grist of hear- 
ings, only two of which brought out 
any suggestion, that of the Boston 
Elevated for a two track location 
across the north roadway of Common- 
wealth avenue, having a Mr. Kelly 
speak In favor, as a representative of 

♦ the Company, and the petition of 
Katherine A. Flanagan to change 
property on Sumner street from pri- 
vate to a general residence district, 
bringing out strong opposition from 
Mrs. Lewis R. Speare, A. J. McLeod, 
F. I. Lee, H. H. Bennett and Miss E. 
F. McGrady, and a letter of protest 
from the Planning Board. Leave to 
withdraw on this project was sobse- 

♦ quently voted. 

Petitions of the Edison Co. for poles 
on Lyman street, of Concezio DeVen- 
centis to sell gasolene on California 
street and of George E. Ward to sell 
gasolene on Needham street were 
granted after hearings. 

Other hearings were held on peti- 
tion of G. Tresca for a 3-car garage on 
Jackson street, Helen E. Roffe for 

♦ storage for 20 automobiles at 6 Cy- 
press street and for sewer in Waban 
avenue at which no one appeared. 

The chirf interest of the evening 
developed over the majority report of 
the Finance committee rcommending 
an increase of some $200 for the po- 
lice and firemen to begin December 


GOLDEN WEDDING 


25th — a veritable Christmas present. 
Aldermen White and Pratt reserved 
their rights to dissent for the reason, 
as Alderman White Bald that, while 
not oppooed to the increase, they did 
not believe it should be granted until 
next year’s budget was considered. Al- 
derman White said that the increase, 
which amounted to only $700 for the 
present year, would cost some $40,000 
next year, of which $21,000 was for 
the police alone. Mr. White said it 
was getting harder each year to get 
new applicants for these positions and 
there was plenty of merit in the pro- 
posal. The budget Bytem, he said, 
would be of no value if it continued 
to oporate as at present. Alderman 
Hickey did not believe the taxpayers 
of Newton would object to the added

"Making Lifo Interesting” was the 
subject of a stimulating address de- 
livered by the Rev. Samuel M. 
Crothers of Cambridge, before the 
community service Club of West New- 
ton, at the Firfct Unitarian Church, 
West. Newton, on Wednesday after- 
noon. 

Dr. Crothers told of the inherent 
right of man to live In an interest- 
ing world, and of the modern tendency 
to reduce life to a monotony. 

He deplored the efforts of many 
philanthropists, who impose their 
ideas of the "greatest goods upon 
those whom they seek to help, instead 
of seeking to discover what the in- 
dividual himself really desires. He 
illustrated this by a reference to a 
modern football game and the dis- 
astrous results which would follow 
should one of these reformers seek to 
make the audience comfortable, com- 
fort not belong what the audience in 
such a situation are seeking. 

He then went on to show that the 
real way to make life interesting is 
to break up the di Vision between the 
world of our interest and that of 
other people’s interest’s, and to lie able 
to turn our minds, like a searchlight, 
from our own immediate interests to 
those of the larger group. 

Politics, for example, become fas- 
cinating as ‘soon as one understands 
its problems, and seeks to co-operate 
in solving them. Diplomacy, History, 
Business, all deal with problems which 
have an intimate relation to the life 
of each one of us. Tf we will but dis- 
cover the relationship, life at once be- 
comes intensely interesting. 

Tho disturbing part of a democracy 
is that the members of it are prone to 
follow lenders instead of thinking out 
things for themselves. 

Culture means the ability to see the 
meaning of the Past in relation to the 
Present and to the Future. 

We live in a world supremely and 
eternally interesting.

CHRISTMAS SEALS 


There certainly is a thrill in helping 
sick, suffering little children to get 
well. The other work we are doing 
of building up the health of delicate 
children, so they will never suffer in 
this way, is much harder to visualize. 
One hundred and fifty little children 
in our Newton classes will never 
suffer in this way because of our 
health work last year. It is even 
harder to realize, perhaps, the inten- 
sive, upbuilding health work our 
Christmas Seal nurse is carrying into 
Newton homes.

Others are stopped on the 
threshhold and never reach the in- 
cipient stage. It is a satisfaction to 
givers and to Christmas Seal Sale 
workers alike to realize what suffer- 
ing has been saved to little children 
as a result of this work. 

Newtonville and Auburndale went 
over the top in just about two weeks. 
Newton Highlands was also over very 
early. Waban is nearing her quota. 
Newton Centre hasn’t quite arrived. 
Upper and Lower Falls are doing well. 
West Newton and Newton are still far 
below quota. 

Newtonville was the first village to 
report to Headquarters that they had 
made their quota and more. Mrs. 
Roper reports that they expect to 
make a thousand dollars soon, having 
almost that amount now in the bank 
and in her hands. "Without the won- 
derful cooperation of the committee 
we could never have done it," said 
Mrs. Roper, "nor could we without the 
splendid enthusiasm of the school 
children who kept buying to "help 
little sick children’ and to ’keep chil- 
dren well.’ The High School young 
people, the Junior High School, and 
the grade schools have each and all 
shown such enthusiasm and eager in- 
terest in the cause. The Kindergarten 
Children, too, have been especially 
ager to help in this community health 
service. 

“We never could have done it with- 
out the children and the splendid co- 
operation of the teachers and prin- 
cipals.”

LECTURE ON CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


By John J. Flinn, C. S., of Evanston, Illinois, Draws a 
Large Attendance at Players’ Hall 


All tho neats In Plnyors’ Hall Audi- 
torium were filled with nn attentive 
audience to henr the lecture on Chlrs- 
tlan Science Tuesday evening of this 
week by John J. Flinn, C. S. The lec- 
turer was Introduced by the First 
Reader of the Newton Christian Sci- 
ence Church. Mr. Edwin C. Johnson, 
in these words: 

Friends: In the ninth chapter of 
John we find a splendid example of 
positive faith. Here we read of the 
healing by Jesus of the man horn 
blind. You will recall with what pos- 
itiveness the man maintained Ills po- 
sition. To neighbors who doubted 
and critics of Jesus who scoffed, he 
said. “One thing I know. that, where- 
as I was blind, now I see." He 
didn’t doubt, he didn’t lack faith; he 
had absolute proof of his healing, he 
knew it was so, he was positive of It. 

Similarly, Christian Scientists have 
had so many proofs, through their 
own healing and that of others, of the 
truth of Christian Science, that like 
this man, whereas they were blind, 
now they see. They are positive that 
the healing Principle of the Christ 
Truth is with us today just as much 
as it was then. They are positive that 
the words of Jesus are just as applic- 
able now as when he said, “Go ye 
Into all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature. And these signs 
shall follow them that believe; in 
my name shall they cast out devils;

they shall take up serpents; and If 
they drink any deadly thing, it shall 
hurt them; they shall lay hands 
on the sick and they shall recover.”

Just as Good as 
White House Coffee 
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Uncertainty and trouble, and never 
more so than In moments of greatest 
need. 

I am going to assume that those 
present who are not of the faith we 
profess, are here, nevertheless, with 
the good purpose of learning, in so far 
as I may be able to present so great 
a subject in so brief a space of time, 
why I and tens of thousands like me, 
in all parts of the globe, have accept- 
ed this faith. I am going to assume 
that non-Scientists are here with the 
worthy purpose of learning to what 
extent all that they have heard, dis- 
paraging, or commendatory, of Chris- 
tian Science, be it much or little, — all 
that they have heard of its Discoverer 
and Founder, of its tenets, its doc- 
trines, its demonstrations, of tho 
character and intelligence of its mem- 
bership, is true or false. 

This is unquestionably a trying age, 
an age that is putting to the test the 
integrity of human morality, the sta- 
bility of human progress. The very 
best in men and in women is sum- 
moned, as never before in modern 
times, to rally to the protection and 
preservation of the good achieved 
through centuries of earnest and de- 
cades of enlightened effort. 

Christian Science, which never bends 
to reaction, nor stoops to pessimism, 
is not fearful regarding the ultimate 
outcome of any contest between truth 
and error, between good and evil, for 
it knows that God reigns; hut, being 
practical, neither is it oblivious of, 
nor indifferent to, the obligations 
which present or passing conditions 
involve. 

A Time of rmiKiinl Obligation 

We are living in a time when obli- 
gations of an unusual nature must be 
dealt with; in a time which culls for 
the putting aside of narrow, petty, 
parochial views, that we may lix our 
attention upon those things which lie 
within the range of an enlarged 
vision; we are living in an epoch 
when not to think positively, broadly, 
deeply, and, above all, scientifically 
and spiritually, is not to think ade- 
quately or rightly of the problems 
confronting humanity today. 

Thero is so much popular discon- 
tent, so much distrust, so much dis- 
satisfaction, so much disturbance of 
thought, nationally and international- 
ly— so much of rebellious sentiment 
and expression in quarters where one 
might naturally look for orderliness 
and conservatism; and, more import- 
ant and more startling than all of 
these, thero is so strong a tendency 
toward insubordination, lawlessness, 
immorality, and crime, that the need 
>f a strong current of counteracting 
influence, flowing outward from u 
spiritual source, is felt deeply by all 
intelligent observers. 

It is seen very clearly not only that 


this influence, to ho effective, must he 
spiritual, but also that it must come 
through channels other than those 
through which religious instruction 
has been flowing, and, apparently, 
flowing aimlessly, during many gen- 
erations. Leading clerics of the orth- 
odox school in Europe and America 
have reached the point of confessing 
that what they denominate as the 
“Church” has lost its hold upon the 
masses, and much of their effort is 
now directed toward regaining, if 
possible, the confidence which they 
concede hns been lost. It is frankly 
admitted in the orthodox pulpit, that 
the “Church,” so called, has practical- 
ly failed in these latter days to cope 
with problems of greatest concern to 
the human race. It is openly asserted 
by theological dignitaries that the 
“Church,” as administered today, hus 
proved to be powerless in the matter 
of stemming the tide of irreverence, 
irreligion, agnosticism, infidelity, and 
atheism. 

No Concession To Error 

Now, to confess that evil is more 
powerful than good, that morality 
cannot measure strength with immor- 
ality, that virtue must give way be- 
fore vice, — that Truth is, or can be, 
crushed by error, — considered even 
aside from religion, and as a purely 
ethical proposition — is to assume that 
civilization, as developed through two 
thousand years of Christianity, is a 
failure, and that the human race is 
reverting to paganism and barbarity. 
Viewed from a religious standpoint, 
such a proposition is preposterous 
and unthinkable, since it involves the 
presumption that ther,e is a power 
greater than God. good, in the uni- 
verse, — a power more potent than 
omnipotence. 

Christian Science makes no conces- 
sion to error in any of its phases, 
form, or manifestations. It does not 
admit the reality of evil. It recog- 
nizes no power in the universe but 
God. good. In the midst of doubt, 
anxiety, alarm, fear, want of confi- 
dence in church or pulpit leadership. 
Christian Science holds steadfastly to 
the conviction, that since man is God’s 
child, the reflection and image and 
likeness of God. he cannot he separated 
from his creator, deprived of his spir- 
itual inheritance by any human belief, 
used as a football by chance, subject- 
ed to material mutation, or rendered 
helpless in the presence of sin, sick- 
ness, discord, disease, or death. 

Christian Science is not at all a 
blind belief. It is not a theological 
experiment, not a conjectural creed. 
It is not based upon legendry, tra- 
dition, superstition, or fear of future 
punishment; it is a demonstrable faith 
that proves with mathematical clear- 
ness and certainty, to capable and 
honest investigators, its claim as a 
Science. Christian Science is an under- 
standing of infinite intelligence, and 
of man’s relationship to the Supreme 
Being, omnipresent, omniscient, and 
omnipotent divine Mind. It is an ap- 
prehension and understanding of God 
which admits of no limitation, ques- 
tion, nor doubt with regard to His 
all-seeing wisdom, His all-inclusive 
power. His all-embracing Love. It is 
living the conviction that God made 
everything that was made; that He 
made everything good; that all of His 
creations reflect Him, and, therefore, 
that nothing unlike Him, infinite good, 
can be real. It is an absolute ac- 
knowledgment and a . positive as- 
sertion. supported by living truth, that 
the God of the Bible — our God — gov- 
erns and controls the universe and 
all that it contains, visible and invis- 
ible, including man, and that there is 
none other beside Him. 

A Neglected or Ignored Duty 

It is always difficult, sometimes ini 
possible, to follow the arguments of 
those good Christian people who feel 
it to be their duty to attack Christian 
Science, or to follow the reasoning 
upon which their arguments are 
based. The remarkable thing is that 
so few of them, in view of all that 
they are learning in these times re- 
garding the failure of orthodox doc- 
rines and teachings to met the present 
and urgent needs of the people, are 
able to see that the healing of the 
sick, suffering, and sorrowful, no mat- 
ter how long neglected or unem- 
ployed, is one of the most important 
functions of the Christian religion, 
and that there can be no human reser- 
vations, restrictions, nor limitations 
when man is leaning upon the power 
and mercy and love of God. These 
good people profess unquestioning 
allegiance to the New Testament, and 
absolute loyalty to the words and 
works of Christ Jesus, yet they find 
fault with Christian Science because 
it brings these words and works down 
to the twentieth century, and makes 
them as actual and as useful to the 
men, women, and children of our 
day, as they w’ore to men, women, and 
children in the time of the Galilean 
Prophet. 

Truth admits of no conditional ex- 
pression nor acceptance. That which 
is almost, or nearly, or partly true, is 
not true. Christian Science is truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but tho 
truth. Here it takes its stand. It ab- 
hors loose thinking, loose reasoning, 
and loose talking; it is in as little 
need of patronizing commendation as 
it is of patronizing apology. Inasmuch 
as it is based upon divine Principle, 
nothing short of admission of its ab- 
solute truth will satisfy. This is why 
it is so frequently called upon to cor- 
rect well-meaning hut mistaken re- 
marks by those who think they are 
speaking kindly of it. 

Take, for instance, statements of 
many doctors of divinity and many 
doctors of medicine, than whom, as a 
rule, there are no more conscientious 
men in the world. It is no uncommon 
tiling to have them concede a great 
deal to Christian Science. Some of 
them go so far as to admit openly that 
Ciiristian Science has real merit; 
others, that its right to recognition as 
a protective and healing ag<v v has 
been established; others recall in- 


about physical, mental, mqral, and 
spiritual results of a remarkable na- 
ture; still others advise certain of 
their patients, whose cases have re- 
sisted medical treatment, to “try 
Christian Science.” There are pastors 
of orthodox churches and practition- 
ers of medicine, not a thousand miles 
from here, who frankly tell those sit- 
ting under them in church, and those 
who visit them for advice, that what 
people need Is more Christian Science 
In their daily lives. Yet, nearly al- 
ways, these acknowledgements are 
made, and these indorsements are 
voiced, with some qualification. 
Christian Science is all right, they 
say, when it does not go too far. They 
would not like to be caught saying 
that mathematical science is all right 
when its practice is not carried to 
excess. 

'ncomproniKlmrly For The Truth 

Four thousand years of materialis- 
tic training in the medical calling 
might account somewhat l’or the stub- 
bornness with- which doctors cling to 
materia medica; hut two thousand 
years of training in Christianity, the 
Founder of which never used a drug 
in healing, should have been sufll- 


stunees, occurring among their 
friends, even in their own families. 


cient, one would think, to have 
weaned the clergy from the pharma- 
copoeia and dependence upon the pre- 
scription tablet. It is a deplorable 
fact that ministers of the orthodox 
churches, ordained to practice the 
Christian faith, stop far short of 
doing so, in that they neglect or ig- 
nore the injunction of the Master to 
his disciples and to all who should 
follow in his footsteps to heal the 
sick; and it is even more deplorable, 
that failing in the observance and 
performance of a plain duty them- 
selves, they question and attempt to 
belittle, the demonstrations of those 
who, through full observance of the 
commands of Christ Jesus, actually 
repeat in very large and growing 
measure his marvelous works. 

In undertaking to divide and there- 
by to evade, a great and a sacred 
duty, these ministers have reserved 
to themselves care of the sinners, 
while relegating to the doctors re- 
sponsibility for the care of the sick. 
Is it necessary to dwell in any detail 
upon the results of this peculiar ar- 
rangement? 

In dealing with recognized so-called 
physical laws, or with what are called 
physical phenomena, neither doctors, 
of divinity nor doctors of medicine 
hesitate to accept the scientific truth. 
That is, they do not question the law 
of gravitation, the law that controls 
the diurnal revolution of the earth, 
the law that regulates the orderly 
motion of the planets, or the basic 
laws that determine the rise and fall 
of the tides. They accept unqualified- 
ly the law of mathematics. How much 
less should they question, or attempt 
to limit, the operation of divine Prin- 
ciple, which predicates the omnipo- 
tence of the Maker of all law! 

Ministers of the gospel, in particu- 
lar, should be more careful in any 
criticism which they may pass upon 
Christian Science, since Christian 
Scientists are simply putting into 
practice what all the orthodox Chris- 
tian churches have been openly pro- 
fessing, preaching, and teaching 
through the centuries — the ability and 
willingness of God to help those who 
put all their trust in Him. Christian 
Science means trust — unlimited, abso 
lute trust In God. 

Christian Science A Positive Faith 

Christian Science is a positive, and. 
in its attitude toward scholastic the- 
ology, a radical faith. As its Discov- 
erer and Founder never deviated from 
Principle to win the favor or to avoid 
the censure of those bound up with 
other religious doctrines, neither do 
her loyal students and followers make 
concession of any kind either to pop 
ular or so-called scholarly beliefs in 
the reality of matter. They stand 
firmly, immovably, upon "the scien- 
tific statement of being.” found in the 
Christian Science textbook. “Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures’’ by Mary Baker Eddy (p. 46S). 

Now, Christian Science is true from 
the first to the last word of this fun- 
damental declaration, from the first 
to the last word of our textbook. Let 
it be borne in upon the thought of 
every one present that there is no 
room nor place fol compromise here. 
If Christian Science be not in abso- 
lute line with one invariable, immut- 
able Principle at all points, then, to 
use the words of Paul, “Is our preach- 
ing vain,” and, moreover, to para- 
phrase slightly the language of that 
great apostle, we who have accepted 
Christian Science are the most hope- 
less and most miserable of people. 
To go further, if further it would 
seem posible to go. if Christian Sci- 
ence is not altogether true, if the 
healing power ot the Christ be not 
present yesterday, to-day, and for- 
ever — if the Christ be not risen — if 
spiritual regeneration be not within 
the reach of suffering humanity to- 
day. through a higher understanding 
of divine law, then, we who have been 
proclaiming our healing in Christian 
Science from the very housetops — we 
who feel that we have been restored 
in Christian Science to health, peace, 
and happiness — are either duped by 
the greatest of all illusions or we are 
false witnesses. But we who have 
been healed in Christian Seience — 
we who have been healed slowly or 
healed instantaneously, but in either 
ease, healed permanently — and we 
who have practiced Christian Science 
in the healing of others — who have 
seen in our own nnd in the lives of 
those about us. unmistakable mani- 
festations of the Immanuel, or God 
with us — know from experience, ob- 
servation. and demonstration, that 
when the Principle of Christian Sci- 
ence is intelligently, honestly, and 
scientifically employed, it never fails; 
it cannot fail. 

rnassullnhle Propositions 

There can be no questioning the 
logic of Mrs. Eddy’s propositions in 
Science and Health that the impossi- 
ble never happens, and that “what- 
ever blesses one. blesses all" (Science 
and Health, p. 206). Most of us have 
learned in our own experience that 
Truth manifested radiates beyond the 
hounds of our vision, even beyond 
tho hounds of our imagination. Our 
reasoning faculties teach us. even if 
our spiritual intuition be dull, that if 
Christian Science heals in one in- 
stance through the intelligent uppli- 
atiou of divine Principle, no limita- 
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power. The operation of Principle 
can indeed be applied to every human 
need — to government, politics, busi- 
ness, economics, labor, sociology, edu- 
cation; when properly applied, Prin- 
ciple must, as It does, perform mar- 
vels of healing in general as well as 
in individual cases. 

Here would seem to be a proper 
place to touch upon the unwarranted 
and gratuitous insinuation that Chris- 
tian Science is neither Christian nor 
scientific. The man who first said 
this, was apparently more concerned 
about the fashioning of what he 
thought might prove a clever and a 
catchy epigram, than about express- 
ing the truth. The saying was picked 
up, and is still repeated here and 1 
there, by persons wholly without 
knowledge of the facts, but from first 
to last it has impressed only the un- 
thinking and the prejudiced. Let us 
see. The term Christian Science was 
employed by Mary Baker Eddy to 
designate the scientific system of di- 
vine healing which she discovered and 
founded. Nothing could be more ap- 
propriate. logical, or justifiable than 
the choosing of this name, since from 
almost the very beginning of her stud- 
ies in divine metaphysics she held it 
to be basic that “all Science is divine” 

( Science and Health, p. 126) . a posi- 
tion which is supported to-day by 
growing numbers of the world’s best 
thinkers. Again and again not only 
in the Christian Science textbook. 
“Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures.” but in all of her other 
writings, does Mary Baker Eddy take 
occasion to pay humble, deep, and 
loving tribute to Christ Jesus. The 
Manual of The Mother Church, writ- 
ten by Mrs. Eddy, which embodies 
rules and by-laws for the government 
of the Christian Science organization, 
is imperative in demanding of those 
appointed to speak in behalf of Chris- 
tian Science that they shall always 
speak reverently of Christ Jesus. It 
seems incredible that any one even 
slightly acquainted with the doctrines 
of Christian Science should fail to see 
that they are in absolute accord with 
the fundamentals of Christianity. 

Rridcrinir A Theological Chasm 

With the keenness and the clear- 
ness of spiritual vision which mark 
all the thinking and speaking and 
writing of Mary Baker Eddy, she is 
able to differentiate between the man. 
Jesus, and the Christ, the divine idea: 
and thus, to the satisfaction of Jew 
and Gentile alike, she has permanent- 
ly bridged for millions, a theological 
chasm that had for centuries yawned 
menacingly before the eyes of con- 
fused and bewildered humanity. Thus 
has she enabled her followers. Jews 
and Gentiles alike, as she has writ- 
ten in the tenets of Christian Science 
(Science and Health, p. 497). to “ac- 
knowledge and adore one supreme 
and infinite God." to “acknowledge 
His son. one Christ.” and to subscribe 
understanding^’ and whole-heartedly 
to those declarations of the Christian 
Science faith which fix Christ Jesus 
indelibly in the thought of all who 
accept and strive to follow her teach- j 
ings. as the Wavshower. the Redeemer, 
the Savior of humanity. 

There is still existent in some quar- 
ters a certain amount of irritation be- 
cause Christian Scientists, to use a | 
common phrase, “make so much of 
Mrs. Eddy." This allegation will have 
to be admitted. Christian Scientists 
do make much, very much, of Mrs. 
Eddy: but a simple reason for it 
should be sufficient for anybody who 
will give the loving relationship be- 
tween Scientists and their revered , 
.eader. a little careful consideration. 1 
Christian Scientists make so much of 
Mrs. Eddy because she has been the 
means of making so much of them, be- 
cause through her has come to them 
a new hope, a new and better under- 
standing of God, a new and better un- 
derstanding of their relation to God, 
and to each other — because her teach- 
ings have opened to them a new con- 
ception of and a new Incentive in life 
because her discovery, her writings, 
and the influence that lfas gone out j 
to the world through her students and 
their pupils have made great number? 
of them new men and women. 

Vs Ancient Vs The Vnclent Of Days 

The Principle of Christian Science, 
be it understood, is nothing new. It 
has never been claimed by Mrs. Eddy 


or by any of her recognized students 
to be new, but, on the contrary, to be 
as ancient as the Anciejit of days. It 
has existed through the eternities. It 
ha3 been known 4 to certain of God’s 
people throughout all ages, and it was 
known more clearly, and practiced 
more widely and successfully, hy 
Jesus and hl3 disciples than by any 
that had preceded them, or by any 
that followed them, down to the time 
that the divine light of revelation 
shone into the consciousness of a 
woman, wearied of scholastic theology 
and sophsitry, in a modest New. Eng- 
land home. 

Apparently lost for centuries, the 
Science whereby this Principle could 
be put into operation as a tangible, 
practical, usable, workable agency, 
for the benefit of humanity here and 
now, was rediscovered by Mary Baker 
Eddy. This is her claim to our gratis 
tude, our affection, our reverence. 
Her great task, the greatest that wo- 
man has ever been called upon to 
perform, was to proclaim and demon- 
strate, convincingly, to a doubting 
world, her marvelous revelation. In 
her own simple but beautiful lan- 
guage, she tells us when and how each 
of her steps was taken. She left 
nothing to mere assertion. She proved 
by demonstration every declara- 
tion which she set down In writing. 
This she was enabled to do through 
the spiritual illumination of the 
Scriptures which preceded, accom* 
panied. and followed her own remark- 
able healing, and through her entire 
dependence upon the Bible thence- 
forth for instruction and direction. 

Just as the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science places the Bible 
first at all times; just as she looks to 
it and clings to it at all times for 
inspiration and for strength: just as 
she has given it first place In the 
services of the church which she in- 
stituted and established, so do all of 
her loyal followers solemnly subscribe 
to the tenets she has given that 
church, the very first of which reads:

“Ar adherents of Truth, we take the 
inspired word of the Bible as our suf- 
ficient guide to eternal Life” (Science 
and Health, p. 497). It is entirely 
within reasonable bounds to say that 
In no other class or denomination of 
professed religionists is the Bible es- 
teemed more highly or studied more 
regularly, closely, earnestly, or intel- 
ligently, than it is among Christian 
Scientists. The Christian Science 
textbook, Science and Health, is an 
exposition of the Bible, a "Key to the 
Scriptures,” and as such, it has al- 
ready unlocked for millions, as It 
shall unlock for countless millions to 
come, inexhaustible treasures of spir- 
itual wisdom and understanding. 

Truth Spumed By Orthodoxy 

Christian and orthodox in her en- 
vironment through childhood, girl- 
hood, and young womanhood; Chris- 
tian and orthodox in research and 
thought throughout her long years of 
study to fit herself for the work to 
which she had been called, Mrs. Eddy 
was moved by no impulse to overturn 
te faith of her Puritan ancestors, but, 
rather to buttress it with the sup- 
ports which it lacked and which, she 
intuitively felt, were obtainable 
through a higher and holier under- 
standing of the Scriptures. 

It was her fond and cherished hope

the truth that had been revealed to 
her. 

If Mary Baker Eddy had not 
achieved in other ways the highest 
human recognition that can be ac- 
corded a woman ; if cold convention or 
a studied and nurtured prejudice 
would deny her the exalted place she 
has won in the world as the greatest 
of its reformers since the Nazarene, 
the liberal and enlightened thought 
of mankind would, nevertheless, in- 
evitably award her a place in the 
temple of fame for the service she 
has rendered the cause of religious 
freedom. 

The Christian Science Manual alone 
will stand as a perpetual monument 
to the inspired wisdom of Mary Baker 
Eddy. Only recently has it impelled 
one of the most remarkable legal de- 
cisions in support of religious immun- 
ity from civil interference, ever 
handed down by a court of supreme 
Jurisdiction in the United States or in 
anv other country. 

It has taken centuries to bring 
about the separation of Church and 
State, even in the degree to which this 
divorcement is at present recognized 
and enforced. The Manual of The 
Mother Church. The First Church of 
Christ. Scientist, in Boston. Massachu- 
setts, written by Mary Baker Eddy, is 
destined to become a model for legis- 
lation in all countries desirous of pro- 
tecting religion fi "*m state regulation 
or political meddling. 

Testimony at First Hand 

Lawyers, I believe, will agree with 
me that there is nothing in the line of 
testimony that goes further with 
court or with jury than that which 
comes freely and at first band. It 
was this testimony that gave strength 
to the preaching of the Apostle Paul— 
that down to our times gives so much 
weight to his epistles. Christian Scien- 
tists do not feel hurt nor offended 
when the right of their revered Leader 
to so much recognition and gratitude 
is questioned, for they attribute such 
criticism to lack of understanding of 
the facts. They would rather, indeed, 
come into personal contact with the 
vigorous, robust, outspoken, honest 
doubter, than with one who is over- 
ready to accept superficially every- 
thing that is offered, without looking 
for proof, and without proper consid- 
eration or investigation. 

The more questions an honest and 
earnest inquirer asks in Christian 
Science, the more proof he demands; 
the more determined he is to “find out 
for himself," the more promising con 
vert and better church member and 
worker he becomes eventually. Christ- 
ian Science is never attacked by those 
who have studied it intelligently, 
open-mindedly, and thoroughly; it is 
assailed only by those who take a 
casual and prejudiced glance at it, 
who read Science and Health as they 
would an ordinary book, running 
through it as they would through a 
volume prepared for popular enter- 
tainment, and not for serious and 
careful study. In a word. Christian 
Science is invariably attacked by those 
who do not understand what it 
teaches, what it aims to do for human- 
ity. nor what is accomplishes. It is 
safe to say, on the other hand, that 
an overwhelming majority of those 
who accept Christian Science, are 
persons who are prepared to give a 
reason for the faith and the hope 
that is in them. They are persons 
who have taken nothing on hearsay, 
who have not been unduly swayed by 
te influence of others; who do not con- 
jecture, who do not surmise, who do 
not guess; who do not merely believe; 
but who have won understanding from 
experience and demonstration, and 
who have become convinced, beyond a 
doubt, that they know. 

Puul knew. He had had personal 
experience with the regenerative pow- 
er of Spirit. He drew and convinced 
great audiences everywhere because 
he was able to give tesimony at first 
hand— because he could speak out of 
the fulness of personal, actual, human 
experience; because he could tell of a 
mental change thut, with the quick- 
ness of a lightning fiash, transformed 
his character and enabled him to put 
off forever the "old man with his 
deeds." There are tens of thousands 
of Puuls in our day throughout the 
world— tens of thousands of persons, 
thut is, who have been turned, often 
with the quickness of u lightning fiash, 
through Christiun Science, from 
wroug to right thinking, healed of sick 
and sinning beliefs, released from per- 
nicious tendencies, relieved of slavish 
habits, liberated from bondage, and 


restored to tho liberty which belongs 
to nil of God’s children; and these nro 
ever rendy and willing to give direct 
testimony to the healing power of Life, 
Truth, nnd i/ove, as demonstrated in 
Christ inn Science, nnd to offer heart- 
felt gratitude to Mary Baker Eddy, 
who led them by her teachings from 
dnrkness into light. 

The Paramount Mission of Christian 
Science 

It must never he forgotten that 
Christina Science is engaged first and 
last, nnd all the time, in the task of 
restoring to the world the Word and 
continuing the works of Christ Jesus; 
that its highest mission and its great- 
est joy is to labor unceasingly for 
the bringing hack of primitive Christ- 
ianity in all its purity, simplicity, and 
grandeur, and to reestablish, in a 
world sorely in need of it, that as- 
surance of present-day salvation from 
error and its consequences, which the 
Master promised to all who would 
keep his commandments. He came 
with healing in his thought, with heal- 
ing in his voice, with healing in his 
touch — with healing in his heart — nnd 
he went about everywhere doing good, 
yet sorrowing in his labor of love 
over the ignorance and perversity of 
men. Now, ns in his day, the Word 
through Christian Science, is healing 
all manner of disease and all manner 
of discord, yet Christian scientists 
know that, as in Jesus’ day, the heal- 
ing of physical ailments is a means, 
rather than an end. 

Because of the stiffness of their 
necks and the rebelliousness of their 
will, in our times as was the case 
twenty centures ago, the great major- 
ty of human beings must be impressed 
by some tangible evidence, suitable to 
their understanding, of the all-import- 
ant part which spiritual law plays in 
regulating their lives, their affairs, 
occupations, and circumstances; in 
determining the success of their ca- 
reers, in solving their minor as well 
as their major problems. Only thus 
are they brought to recognition of the 
ever-presence of God, and to a real- 
ization of the fact, that the paramount 
mission of Christian Science is not 
the healing of sickness and disease, 
but the destruction of ignorance, fear, 
and sin, which lie at the root of all 
human sorrow and suffering. 

Christian Scientists make no strong- 
er pretensions of belief in the Bible 
than do other professed Christians, 
hut Christian Scientists go furhter 
than belief; they trust and strive to 
understand. And according to the 
measure of their understanding do 
they make practical application of 
Bible truths and achieve demonstra- 
tion. Here is where the great differ- 
ence lies. One might believe in math- 
ematics fervently, devotedly, indefin- 
itely, without ever getting further 
than belief. Mere belief would never 
solve a problem in figures. One must 
take chalk, or pencil, or pen in hand, 
and work the problem out in accord- 
ance with the rule of the science if 
anything worth while is to be accom- 
plished. Christian Scientists prove 
the truths of the Bible by understand- 
ing and demonstration as they go 
along, and bring realization of its 
prophecies and promises into their 
everyday experience. 

Those Who Hunger and Thirst 

It cannot be denied that Christian 
Science holds universal attention to- 
day. So-called skeptics and infidels, 
no less than orthodox Christians, are 
keenly interested in its doctrines and 
its demonstrations. The throngs of 
non-Scientists which everywhere 
throughout the world flock to Christ- 
ian Science lectures, to Christian 
Science testimonial meetings, and to 
Christian Science services, afford am- 
ple proof of this deep and widespread 
interest. All classes of people see 
with their own eyes and hear with 
their own ears something of its ac- 
complishments for the good of human- 
ity and the glory of God, and are 
seeking to learn m&re about it. And 
who should hinder them in this seek- 
ing, since wisdom, the understanding 
of man’s true relationship to omni- 
potence. is to be desired beyond all 
else that may be sought or attained 
in this world? 

"Whence then cometli wisdom? and 
where is the place of understanding?" 
asks Job. And he replies; ‘‘God un- 
derstandeth the way thereof, and he 
knoweth the place thereof. For he 
looketh to tho ends of the earth, and 
seeth under the whole heaven . . 
And unto man he said, Behold, the fear 
of the Lord, that is wisdom; and to 
depart from evil is understanding.” 
"Wisdom is the principal thing,” 
said Solomon in his proverbs, "there- 
fore get wisdom; and with all thy 
getting get understanding." 

To obtain an understanding of 
Christian Science is to obtain an un- 
handing of the one ever present and 
supreme power in the universe, rever- 
ently named God, a term which in 
Christian Science embraces all that 
is good, and to obtain at the same time 
an understanding of man’s relation- 
ship to this infinite Being. Those who 
are really earnest in the desire to 
know God, come in the right frame of 
thought, if they come to Christian 
Science as little children, trustful and 
hopeful, receptive of and eager for 
light, and determined to profit by it. 

It is all-important that a right 
beginning should be made.

speaking, evil-doing. There must be 
no more doubting, shifting, hesitation. 
Nothing short of unconditional sur- 
render will open the door that leads 

t’rom captivity to freedom. The wav- 
ering, undecided, nnd unready should 
blame themselves only if indulgence 
in these proclivities hinders the r work 
of the teacher or the practitioner, de- 
fers healing, or sometimes entirely 
prevents it. 

Christian Scientists hnve come to 
know, nnd measurably to understand 
God. through the teachings nnd works 
of Christ Jesus, the Way-shower, and 
through the revelation ' which Mnry 
Baker Eddy hns given the world — a 
revelation which, among other things, 
has reestablished in the consciousness 
not only of her students and follow- 
ers, but of vast numbers who may not 
as yet be included denominationally 
among these, the firm conviction that 
Jesus did not demonstrate the divine 
power to heal for any select number 
of for a limited period of time. We 
have his prophecy and promise; "Ver- 
ily. verily, 1 say unto you. He that 
believeth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also; and greater works 
than these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father." 

Mrs. Eddy looked forward implicit- 
ly likewise to the opportunities which 
would come to her followers for the 
accomplishment of greater demon- 
strations than any that were crown- 
ing their efforts in the first half-cen- 
tury of Mind-healing which her dis- 
covery had brought about. She has 
plainly stated (Science and Health, p. 
348), "I have never supposed the 
world would immediately witness the 
full fruitage of Christian Science." 
She wished to be known only as one 
who had planted and watered His 
vineyard, leaving to the years to come, 
and to growth in spiritual understand- 
ing the gathering of greater harvests 
than she had been privileged to see. 
Man’s Right To Pence And Happiness 

For ages men have been engaged 
in a continuous effort to get more out 
of life ,to obtain a larger measure of 
freedom, and to find in the possession 
of both, that ease, comfort, content- 
ment, and peace, which make up the 
sum of human happiness. But the 
prizes sought have been elusive. They 
have lost their value even with seem- 
ing attainment, for the struggle to 
capture them, has, in the main, been 
carried along on the theory that hap- 
piness is something material, and 
therefore, something to be pursued by 
pampering the material senses and 
turning loose upon the chase the 
sensual desires. 

Not the objective, not the thing 
sought, but the method and purpose 
behind the seeking, have been wrong. 
Prosperity and happiness are condi- 
tions to which we all should aspire, 
if only we strive for them with right 
motives and in the right way. To 
yearn for those things which make 
for the greater completeness of hu- 
man existence, has been sanctioned 
and legitimized from the very begin- 
ning. God’s promises to His children 
have always been represented as in 
answer to the desire, or prayer, for a 
higher understanding of Him — that is, 
for a higher understanding and ap- 
preciation of Life In its full and true 
meaning.

In the first psalm is laid down the 
basis upon which man may attain 
blessedness, which is hut another 
name for contentment, prosperity, and 
happiness. And Mary Baker Eddy, t lie 
Discoverer und Founder of Christian 
Science, has written in "Seienco ami 
Health with Key to the Scriptures, 1 
tiie Christian Science textbook, as the 
purpose of her departure from tho 
old theology, an inspiring and an im- 
pelling desire to liberate the body, by 
emancipating the thoughts of men. 
(Science nnd Health, pp. 22(5-227 1. 
Tliove Who Rightly Seek Shull Find 

Multitudes have como into Christian 
Science, seeking and finding health; 
seeking and finding a larger share in 
the refinements and comforts of Iifo; 
seeking and finding domestic trail 
quilty; business success; financial 
case; multitudes will continue to come 
into Christian Science in the hope of 


gaining the mental freedom, tho con- 
tentment. and pence they have sought 
elsewhere In vain, nnd, If their pur- 
pose be honest, they shnll not be 
disappointed But the vnst majority 
advance in Christian Science because 
they have, in progressing step by step, 
made every other consideration sec- 
ondary to that of rising in spiritual 
understanding nnd working out their 
own salvation.

NEWTON’S FINANCIAL STATISTICS 

AVashington, D. C., December 15, 
1923. The Department of Commerce 
announces that the costs of govern- 
ment for the city of Newton, Mass., 
for the fiscal year ended December 31 ’ 
922, amounted to $3,495,682. which 
was a per capita cost of $73.34. In 1917 
the per capita cost was $45.77, and in 
1914, $39.60. the totals for these years 
being $2,034,220 and $1,6S3,2S4, re- 
spectively. The per capita costs for 
1922 consisted of expenses of general 
departments, $51.91; expenses of 
public service enterprises, $2.48; pay- 
ments for interest, $5.96; and for out- 
lays, $12.99, of which more than half 
went for improvements to schools. 
Other large payments were for sani- 
tation, highways, and water supply 
system. 

• Revenues 

The total revenue receipts for 192 9 
were $8,253,992, or $6S.27 per capita. 
I lie per capita excess of government- 
al costs over revenue receipts was, 
therefore. $5.07. However, the reve- 
nue receipts exceeded the costs for 
the ordinary operation and mainte- 
nance and the payments tor interest, 
including outlays, by $7.92 per capita, 
i his excess of per capita payments 
over revenue receipts is largely on 
account of permanent improvements, 
the costs of which were met by the is- 
suance* of debt obligations; such ob- 
ligations are not considered a source 
or revenue receipts.

SALARIES INCREASED 

(Continued from Page 1.) 


Alderman Madden said that the elec- 
tion was over and the board should 
face the question. With laborers get- 
ting $5 and $6 a day the police, who 
have to keep up a good appearance 
should certainly have an increase of 
pay. Alderman Grebenstein said he 
would not be in the 1924 board and 
wanted to vote this year. 

Alderman White said while the pe- 
tition had come in Oct. 1st the com- 
mittee or board could not act until 
the mayor had made a recommenda- 
tion, which he had done on Dec. 3rd, 
altho Mr. White questioned if the 
recommendation of the mayor was 
specific enough for the board to act 
upon. He did not believe it fair to 
say that postponement meant opposi 
tion. The 1924 budget he said would 


not be easy to handle and he could 
see no reduction In the tax rate. Al- 
derman Young said that this board 
which had considered the matter for 
some months was better able to vote 
intelligently than the 1924 hoard with 
several new members. Alderman G. 
W. Pratt said his opposition was a 
matter of principle and not of oppo- 
sition. It would be wiser he thought 
not to prejudice in favor of 2 depart- 
ments as against the other 17. The 
motion to refer was lost on a voice 
vote and the order for $700 unani- 
mously passed after Alderman White 
had the police matron Included in the 
scope of the order. 

Another matter which caused some 
discussion was the petition of J. V. 
Monaghan’s Sons to transfer their 
gasolene tank from one side of Auburn 
street to the other. There has been 
more discussion on this comparative- 
ly unimportant matter and Monday 
night saw seven different aldermen 
speaking on the matter which was fin- 
ally passed by a vote of 12 to 5. 

The matter regulating trucking on 
Grove street also caused considerable 
debate and the order was finally 
passed retricting speed to not over 10 
miles an hour. 

Orders were passed for $2000 for 
street lights. $6000 for Outside charg- 
es of the Street Dept.. $5000 for care 
of snow and ice. $434 for transporting 
pupils of the Claremont district to 
school, authorizing mayor to sell 6 
acres o fland on Florence 9treet for 
$3450., authorizing sewers in East 
Side parkway and Clarendon street. 

Private garages were granted to H. 
A. Johnson. Commonwealth avenue, J. 
A. Ferrick. Staniford street, Etta C. 
Ames, Harrington street, V. Meledes. 
Auburn street, and L. D. Stuart, Wal- 
tham street. 

$200.74 was ordered distributed 
under the Kenrick Fund. 

The appointment of Chas. Raymond 
Cabot as a member of the Board of 
Appeal was confirmed. 

Petitions of W. J. Tyler and John 
T. Burns for auctioneer licenses, and 
of the Telephone Co. for relocation of 
pole on Waverley avenue were grant- 
ed. 

Other petitions were received for 
the laying out of Elgin street, of Hun- 
newell Circle, for sewer in Avalon 
road, for removal of gas light posts 
on Charlesbank road and for traffic 
regulations on St. James street. 
Building lines on Holly, Larch anti 
Dorset roads were deemed unneces- 
sary, and leave to withdraw was 
granted on land damages claimed by 
Mary A. Brackett for rounding corner 
of Centre place, on claim of Frank 
Ciccone on account of damages by 
surface water and it was deemed in- 
expedient to allow J. W. Gibson to 
make alterations at 663 Walnut street. 

Leave to withdraw was also given 
Elizabeth McGrath for a gasolene sta- 
tion at 793 Washington street and to 


Edmund Mallis for a garage on Keefe 
avenue. 

The registrars of voters reported 
that the recount for ward alderman 
in ward 4 resulted in the loss of one 
vote by Crosby and the gain of one 
vote by Noone, making no change in 
the result. The board then passed the 
usual order making a declaration of 
the election of mayor, aldermen at 
large, ward aldermen and school com- 
mittee. 

The board held its customary re- 
cess and adjourned at 11.10.

No one knows under the order as just 
passed whether the present system of 
starting a beginner at $1400 and with 
periodic increases of $100 until the

In the death of Elizabeth Allen 
Peirce, at (,110 advanced ago of 95 years 
11 days. Newton Upper Falls, has lost 
her oldest resident and Newton, a loyal 
and respected citizen. Mrs. Peirce 
was horn in Waltham, December 5th. 
1828. the daughter of Ephrnhtm and 
Mary Allen. She was educated in 
Daniel French’s School and in the 
State Normal School, now at Fram- 
ingham. hut in those days located in 
West Newton. 

At the age of seventeen her parents 
removed to Boston. There she mar- 
ried Mr. William Peirce, a prominent 
wool merchant. In 1881, Mr. and Mrs. 
Peirce bought the property on Eliot 
Heights, known as Hickory (Miff. Mr. 
Peirce died in 1889. Since that time, 
although always a semi-invalid, Mrs. 
Peirce continued to take unusual in- 
terest in public affairs, both civic and 
national. When over eighty years of 
age. she would rend aloud the presi- 
dent’s messages and state papers on 
public matters. 

It was a real pleasure to hear her 
recall the stirring days before the 
Civil War. Her people were active 
Abolitionists and her father’s house 
often the meeting place for those fear- 
less leaders. 

She attended Theodore Parker’s 
church and was married by him. The 
funeral was held from her home Tues- 
day afternoon. The service was con- 
ducted by Rev. Dr. Samuel IT. Wood- 
row of the Newton Highlands Congre- 
gational Church. Music was furnished 
by two members of the church quar- 
tet. 

Burial was in Grove Hill Cemetery 
at Waltham. The pallbearers, all of 
whom are relatives of Mrs. Peirce, 
were Francis II. Allen of West Rox- 
burv. Torrey Allen of Cambridge, Clif- 
ton Whitcomb of Waltham and Ezra F. 
Stevens of Newton Upper Falls.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


MISS GRACE M. BURT, Editor 


To the children Christinas is a time 
of joy unnlloyed, but to those of larg- 
er growth the festival is often fraught 
with deep and sncred associations, 
memories of the past and hopes for 
the future. Especially is this true 
for the club women of Massachusetts 
this year as word has come of the 
passing this week of one of their loved 
lenders, Mrs. George Minot linker, or 
"Marion,” ns so many of her friends 
called her. It was the Club Editor’s 
privilege to serve upon the executive 
board of the State Federation when 
Mrs. Baker was elected to it ns a di- 
rector, and while the acquaintance 
never became of intimate nature, 
there was always a friendliness on 
her part that engendered good fellow- 
ship. From the position of director, 
as is well known, Mrs. Baker became 
a vice-president, and then, ns Mrs. 
Gurney’s successor, president. Fol- 
lowing so strong and gifted a woman 
as Mrs. Gurney was no easy matter, 
but Mrs. Baker soon made a place for 
herself by her sweet nnd friendly na- 
ture. It is fortunate that there are so 
many types of women to be called to 
leadership, and that each seems able 
to fill its particular niche in a way 
that no other could. Mrs. Baker’s 
administration, the first of the recon- 
struction period, was necessarily one 
in which few vital changes of policy 
could have been made. But it was she 
who first introduced the salute to the 
flag as a part of the opening of each 
state meeting, it was during her term 
that the Endowment Fund was com- 
pleted. so that its income became 
available for Federation purposes at 
the beginning of her successor’s term. 

One had but to look at her to real- 
ize her love of beautiful things or to 
read her monthly letters in Federation 
Topics to feel her love of the beauti- 
ful in nature. Lest one be accused 
of being sectarian, it has been the 
general custom to omit all reference 
to religion or religious things in club 
affairs, but not so with Mrs. Baker. 
She could not separate her religion 
from her life, and so the deep things 
of life were freely mentioned as a 
matter of course. 

Perhaps Mrs. Baker’s greatest ser- 
vice to the Massachusetts club work, 
even greater than her work as presi- 
dent, was her work as director* from 
Massachusetts upon the executive 
board of the General Federation. She 
had worked indefatigably for the 
election of Miss Georgie A. Bacon as 
president of that organization at the 
Biennial at Des Moines four years 
ago. It was only natural that Mrs. 
Winter, the successful candidate, 
should be a little fearful as to Mrs. 
Baker’s attitude toward her upon the 
executive board. With her character- 
istic sweetness and magnanimity, Mrs. 
Baker set herself to the task of mak- 
ing Massachusetts liked, and she did 
it in a way that won praise unstinted 
from Mrs. Winter and those associated 
with her. Her last work for the Gen- 
eral Federation was the preparation 
of the program for the Council meet- 
ing at Atlanta, Ga., last May, and here 
again she was accorded the recog- 
nition which was her due. 

Mrs. Baker was associated with 
many other activities, social service 
work, patriotic work, and the like, 
but it is of her work for the clubs 
with which the Club Editor is famil- 
iar, and of which she is qualified to 
speak. Massachusetts has lost a lov- 
able woman, and faithful and efficient 
worker, and such are not too abun- 
dant, but. perhaps, God has likewise 
need of them in that other world.

BEWARE OK CANDLES 


How fur Mint little candle throws 
his beams!” Hail Shakespeare penned 
that line todny, candor might have 
prompted him perhaps to add, “And 
nowhere does its light rest witli a 
more baleful flicker than on the 
country’s Are loss record.” 

In America, of late years, there has 
been an unhappy attempt to return the 
candle to vogue, and Christmas is 
probably the one occasion upon which 
many people seem to feel that they 
cannot get along without this regres- 
sive form of Illumination. Luckily, the 
danger of lighting a decorated tree 
with these little, exposed flames is 
plain enough to the vast majority of 
sensible people, who are abandoning 
candles in favor of the much safer — 
when properly made and installed — 
and altogether more effective colored 
electric lamp sets. Illuminating trees 
attractively by means of focused spot- 
lights also is safe and this method is 
growing in popularity. 

It is not always recognized, how- 
ever, that a risk equally great is run 
by folk who place burning candles, 
fitted usually into unstable holders, 
at windows, where a draft from with- 
out or the slightest movement of air 
within the house, may bring into con- 
tact with the flames light draperies, 
dry holly wreaths and other readily 
ignitiblc decorations. 

According to the statistical records 
of The National Board of Fire Under- 
w riters, t he use <>( so-called open 
lights results in nearly three mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of property des- 
truction in this country every year, 
while to them are due, as well, many 
of the 15,000 yearly deaths by fire; and 
one of the commonest forms of open 
light is the candle.

And it was always said of him that 
lip know how to keep Christmas well, 
if any man alive possessed tile knowl- 
edge. May that be truly said of us. 
and nil of us! And so, as Tiny Tim 
observed, God Bless us, every one! 

Wo cannot look upon the great offer- 
ing of popular books displayed at the 
shops this season without a desire 
for possession. However, if made the 
happy recipient of some attractive vol- 
ume we would probably say, Thank 
you very much, I'll put that aside un- 
til after Christmas and then have a 
good time reading it." Stil there is 
one hook we already have and which 
we shall read between now and Christ- 
mas; one that we .always read on 
Christmas eve or thereabouts every 
year. And that is Dickens'*' Christmas 
Carol". The copy we cherished for 
a long time is worn and laid aside for 
a newer and more brilliantly illustrat- 
ed copy. The latter has colored prints 
and many pages are illumintaed with 
sketches of merrymakers of the old 
days, in England. It is a cheering 
volume, indeed, although no more so 
than the plainest copy of "Christmas 
Carol” ever printed. It is the story 
itself we find so irresistible. The story 
of old Ehenczer Scrooge, of Mnrley’s 
ghost, of the optimistic Bob Cratchit, 
of Mr. Fezziwig and all the rest. We 
like it because it emphasizes the 
Christmas spirit and brings that to 
which we referred in the paragraph 
above — the benediction of the sweet- 
faced, gentle and loving Tiny Tim. 


The subject of books leads us to ex- 
press our admiration for the method 
employed by the Newton Free Library 
to attract readers. Every Friday in the 
Graphic we see that timely books are 
offered, showing an earnest and. with- 
out doubt, a successful attempt to keep 
right up to date. In our opinion it 
clearly indicates that Newton’s library 
is directed by those who possess pro- 
gressive ideas and an excellent knowl- 
edge of their duties towards the public. 
Wo say this because it is our convic- 
tion and not that we are granted any 
special privileges. Although in hearty 
sympathy with this spirit of enterprise 
we cannot help looking back to the 
days when "going to the library” was 
a more awesome experience than going 
to school. We youngsters tiptoed from 
the moment we entered the door until 
we- closed it behind us. The 
signs admonishing us to be <tuiet 
had the desired effect. In fact 

we were silent most of the 
time and when we spoke it was in 
whispers. Somehow we got the impress- 
ion that hoys weren’t wanted. The at- 
mosphere seemed to be heavy with dis- 
cipline and restraint. We dared not 
smile. If we got into the reading room 
and took possession of one of the high 
stools we felt it necessary to look 
about every now and then to see if 
somebody was watching. Perhaps it 
was all imagination— a guilty con- 
science. maybe. At any rate we do 
not seek to blame anyone except our- 
selves. The point we would empha- 
size today is that the library seems 
to us now to be a most inviting place. 
The arrangement of volumes is help- 
ful; readers are permitted to browse 
and the theory "If you don’t find 
what you want, ask for it" appears to 
have a meaningful application. The 
reading room in our youthful day 3 
used to be a good place to lose a pair 
of gloves or maybe an overcoat under 
circumstances for which the owner 
was not entirely responsible. But 
times have changed and things are 
different, for which we have reason 
to feel grateful. Incidentally we 
would like to say that recently in 
studying the libraries of Massachu- 
setts— a task that fell to us in our 
regular work — we learned from high 
official source that Newton has one 
that is held to be among the very best 
in this part of the country. 


It is not our intention to become 
a political candidate next year, or in 
any future year for that matter.

SOME QUEER NATURE FREAKS 


Monument Park, Near Colorado 

Springs, Contains Sandstone Pil- 
lars Like Giant Mushrooms. 

Monument park, near Colorado 
Springs, contains some queer freaks 
of nature. Amottg the most singular 
Is a group of light grayish-yellow sand- 
stone pillars, twenty or more feet 
high, capped with thin layers of dark- 
colored rock, which resemble the tops 
of giant mushrooms that have been 
shriveled and partially dried up. Tlie 
dark-colored capping being of a much 
harder rock than the pillars, has to 
some extent protected the latter from 
disintegration. The climate of Colo- 
rado being extremely dry. the weath- 
ering of tiie.se rocks progresses at n 
much less rapid rate than would be 
the case were they situated In the re- 
gion of heavy rainfall east of the Mis- 
sissippi river. This fact accounts for 
the groat number of strange roek 
forms which are found in the arid re- 
gion, the process of disintegration be- 
ing relatively slow. 

In the East, where rocks gather an 
excess of moisture and then freeze 
and thaw, they deteriorate much more 
rapidly. Tills Is noticeable in the case 
of several historical monuments which 
have been moved to the United States 
from the dry desert lands of Egypt, 
where they stood unchanged for cen- 
turies; but under ihe climatic condi- 
tions of our Eastern states they have 
already shown signs of change and 
disintegration. 


ALL IN THE DAY'S “WORK” 

At Least This Incident Should Have 
Relieved the Monotony of 
Physician’s Routine. 

In the evening office hours of a busy 
physician of the east part of the city 
a four-year-old lad sat awaiting bis 
turn to Interview the physician. The 
physician was surprised when the lad 
came into the room to see that he was 
alone. But the lad, not in the least 
alarmed, walked in, told the physician 
his name and where lie lived, and then 
said: "I just came to see when you 
nre going to bring a baby to our 
house." 

At t lie physician’s hesitancy to an- 
swer, the youngster said : ‘‘There’s 
no hurry, but I wish you would bring 
one soon."

The busy physician took time to 
watch Laddie across the street, and 
as far as lie could see, Laddie was 
trudging hopefully along, apparently 
undisturbed by the night. — Indianapo- 
lis News. 


Future Invention. 

The ever busy scientific research 
worker In bis laboratory has succeed- 
ed in ninking a superior grade of rub- 
ber from the cactus so widely found 
In the southwestern United States. In 
South Africa a man lias found a way 
of converting the juice of the prickly 
pear into industrial alcohol. Probably 
our dandelions and daisies and butter- 
cups contain alcohol, too. Perhaps 
some day Winnipeg will ship her old 
people and invalids to Baffin bind in 
the summer and the West Indies in 
the winter in Hying machines driven 
with weed-made alcohol fuel. And our 
heating and cooking and lighting and 
transportation and factory power may 
come from sea-power. The ebb and 
flow of the titles furnishes an Inex- 
haustible reservoir of electric power. 
Above Bristol on the Severn river in 
England, a great project Is being 
planned to dam the river and utilize 
the ebb and flow of the tide for elec- 
tric power purposes. The high spring 
tides rise forty feet there.

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THE PURPOSE OF EDUCATION 

Searching Analysis of Educational Methods 
By Rev. M. H. Lichliter of Central Church 


‘And ye shall know the truth, and 
.the truth shall make you free.”— John 
8:32. 

The challenge was flung into the 
teeth of a crowd steeped In tradition- 
alism. and their only answer was a 
lie. “Why” said these Jews, "Why 
should he talk of making us free? We 
have never been in bondage to any 
man.” Never in bondage! The Roman 
legionary standing guard there at the 
turner must have laughed quietly to 
himself. It was the same crowd of 
Jews who, a little later, would he shout- 
ing "We have no king but Csesar.” 

Never in bondage! A long line of 
masters from the slave drivers in the 
brickfields of Egypt to the petty prince- 
lings of Sennacherib and Nebuchadnez- 
zar could have told a different story. 

What an intellectual tragedy it is— 
”not to he able to recognize a fact when 
one sees it. But that tragedy is al- 
ways contemporary. There are always 
those who will call white black, and 
pain a delusion, and indulgence happi- 
ness. They tell you with solemn face 
that there is more drinking to-day 
than in the days of corner saloon. 
They assure us that you cannot change 
‘human nature. Ah yes! There is no 
bondage quite so terrible as the bond- 
age of intellectual myopia. The rays 
focus outside the retina: one looks at 
a fact and does not see. 

That is why we are everlastingly 
talking about education. Why does the 
world seem to face chaos to-day? An- 
swer: Because men and women do 

not know how to face reality. Offer 
ftliem propaganda and they pass it on 
as sober truth. Give them a mouth- 
filling phrase and it passes muster as 
as an idea. Emotion, passion, pre- 
judice, tradition,— how easily do these 
supplant reason. It is one thing to 
nationalise; it is another thing to 
think. It is one thing to have eyes; 
it is another thing to see. One man 
has ears, hut ask this man who has 
.ears to report what he hears. "What 
was the central theme of the address? 
What was the speaker’s message?” 
Then — the blank looks and the abrupt 
change of subject. 

Nothing will help them hut the 
sharp pointed spear of Ithuriel. You 
recall the story as Milton tells it in 
the fourth hook of "Paradise Lost." 
Things were not going well in the 
Garden of Eden. An undesirable alien 
* was at large. Satan had escaped from 
Hell and was looking for trouble. The 
sight gave Gabriel very grave concern 
and he detailed several companies of 
angels to search out the intruder and 
expel him. To the angel Ithuriel stand- 
ing before him spear in hand he gave 
special instructions. He was to find 
the innocent citizens of the gardens 
and warn them. 

He found Adam and Eve without any 
great difficulty, but they were enter- 
taining a visitor. There sat Satan, as 
Milton tells us 

"Squat like a toad, close at the ear of 
Eve 

Assaying by his devilish art to reach 
The organs of his fancy, and with them 
»» forge 

Illusions as he list, phantasms and 
dreams. 

Him thus intent, Ithuriel with his 
spear 

Touched lightly; for no falsehood can 
endure 

Touch of celestial temper, hut returns 
Of force to its own likeness.” 

» At the touch of the spear, Satan 
starts up — discovered and surprised. 


He is revealed in his true colors. That 
was Ithurlel’s task -to make a fact 
stand out. 

And that, as I understand it, is the 
purpose of education. The school is 
tin* modern spear of Ithuriel. Its 
function is to establish contact with 
Reality. Its business is to reveal the 
meaning of life. Its efficiency must 
he tested by the measure of critical 
intelligence in the community. 

This view of education is, of course, 
not generally accepted. We have still 
among us certain men and women who 
have not caught up with the calender. 
They think that it. is the business of 
the school to impart information. Pro- 
fessor Ernest (’. Moore formerly of 
Harvard, tells an interesting story of 
I)r. MacLean. sometime head of t'he Pa- 
cific School of Theology. He had taken 
his own theological course at Prince- 
ton from a teacher who had been there 
fifty years. He said "Each day the 
professor brought our meat into the 
class room cut up into neatly prepared 
little cubes, all of the same size. He 
then proceeded to insert the proper 
number of these into the stomach of 
each one of us. Two days after, he 
looked into our stomachs to see if we 
were retaining them in the exact form 
in which he had given them to us." 

Many of us were brought up under 
that type of school. We had a text- 
book and lessons were assigned with 
regularity. We were supposed to study 
the text and it was the supreme husi 
ness of the teacher by some formal 
process of examination, to discover 
whether we had mastered the text. If 
we could give it hack just as we had 
received it, we stood at the head of 
the class. That is why we are so often 
in revolt against the methods of the 
modern school. We cannot compre- 
hend this new way of teaching, and 
we cannot greatly help our children, 
because they belong to 1923, and we to 
the lS70's and ISSO's. 

Others think it is the business of 
the school to get the pupils ready to 
make a living. They must come out 
full fledged apprentices in commerce 
and hanking, in the trades and in the 
professions. And if these gentlemen 
iuul their way, every school house 
would he a forcing bed for the voca 
tions. They are bewildered when so 
many graduates do not seem to he 
able to fit in. without preliminary 
training. And the school master must 
take the blame. 

Still others continue to look upon 
the school as a sort of mental gym- 
nasium. Train the mind— that is the 
great thing! If you can train a hoy’s 
mind by making him master every 
hard and disagreeable thing in the 
intellectual realm, he will he prepared 
for the mastery of life’s sterner prob- 
lems. Almost any sort of subject mat- 
ter will do so there is mental diseip- 
line. Give a hoy Greek roots and some 
day he will apply that training to the 
task of building a bridge, or defend- 
ing a brief, or preaching a sermon, or 
selling wool. And when the hoy does 
not turn out right, the school is told 
quite plainly that the whole miserable 
business is due to the neglect of the 
three r’s and the failure to master 
routine. 

To sum it all up-* we not only have 
utterly inadequate ideas of the function 
of the school but we ask too much. 
There was the parent who said one 
day to the principal: "It is your busi- 
ness to learn my boy, to behave him 
and to make him a success.” In other 
words it is expected by a great many

BRIDLE PATH PROMISED 


Metropolitan District Commission to Build on 
Borders of the Charles River 


The Newton Chamber of Commerce 
is in receipt of a communication from 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
stating that the bridle path desired by 
Newton horse lovers along the Charles 
River, from the junction of Nonantum 
and Charleshank Roads, near the Bos- 
ton line, to Albemarle Road, in West 
Newton, will be constructed in the 
spring. This request was made by the 
Chamber in response to a petition 
from Newton citizens asking the co- 
operation of that organization in se- 
curing a bridle path on this location. 
The decision to grant it was reached 
at a meeting of the Metropolitan Com- 
mission on December 20, notification 
o! that action reaching the Chamber 
on Saturday of last week. 

The many Newton citizens who en- 
joy horseback riding, either through 
their love for horses or because of a 
preference for that form of exercise 
and recreation, have for some years 
been seeking an opportunity to secure 
a bridle path in the city where those 
who own and ride horses could enjoy 
their favorite sport under favorable 
conditions. Residents of the south side 
of the city have been more fortunate 
than those on the north side, in that 
there are various bridle paths on 
estates which have been used by many 
through the courtesy of the owners. 
There are some, however, not so 
fortunate as to have access to these 
private paths, while those on the north 
side of the city have found themselves 
deprived of practically all opportuni- 
ties for enojying this form of recrea- 
tion under conditions that were favor- 
able to horses and away from the con- 
gested traffic of city streets. 

Various individuals and small groups 
have sought to secure bridle paths in 
various sections of the city, and in 
various ways, during the past few 
years, without success. Sometime ago 
the report became current that the 
Metropolitan District Commission was 
to provide a bridle path for a short 
stretch in the Charles River Reserva- 
tion. from the Faneuil Bridge in 
Brighton to the junction of Nonantum 
and Charleshank Roads, in this city, 
near the Boston line. Believing, upon 
the verification of this report, that the 
time was opportune for submitting a 
request that the proposed bridal path 
be extended through Newton, a petition 
addressed to the Newton Chamber was 
prepared, signed by fifty or more 
citizens, and submitted at a meet- 
ing of that organization on October 30, 
requesting the co-operation of the 
Chamber in presenting the matter to 
the Metropolitan District Commission. 


! Following a conference with Chafr- 
j man James A. Bailey of the Commis- 
sion. the Secretary of the Chamber, ad- 
dressed a letter to the Commission and 
j made a formal request for the construc- 
tion of a bridle path along the Charleg 
River, in the Metropolitan Reserva- 
tion, from the Junction of Nonantum 
and Charleshank Roads to Albemarle 
Road, in West Newton, near the Wal- 
tham line. This will traverse practi- 
cally the entire northern bound ry of 
Newton, and through a section of Wa- 
I tortown. With the proposed connect- 
ing bridle path from Faneuil Bridge, 
one of the most desirable bridle paths 
in Metropolitan Boston will be pro- 
vided on this location. 

The letter received from the Metro- 
politan District Commission in regard 
to this matter, is as follows:

West Newton, 
was presented to the Commission at 
its meeting yesterday, and I am di- 
rected to reply that the Commission 
is proposing ro have work of construc- 
tion of a bridle path on the location 
suggested done in the spring.

In view of the fact that the path in 
the Faneuil section of the Reservation 
has not yet been constructed, it is as- 
sumed that the entire stretch of bridle 
path, from the Faneuil Bridge to Albe- 
barle Road, wil be constructed in the 
spring and at approximately the same 
time. This will provide an unobstruc- 
ted and continuous path nearly three 
rn-.b-s in length, it being understood 
that present plans are to make it 
available for its entire length as early 
in the season as possible. Newton 
horse lovers predict that it will not 
only prove popular with riders of this 
city, but that it will attract others 
from adjoining cities and towns, 
promising to possess special advant- 
ages in many ways over other avail- 
able bridle paths in the Metropolitan 
Park System.

very sensible people thnt the Public 
School must overcome In Its brief con- 
tact. all the handicaps of a had hered- 
ity. a low level of home life or the pres- 
sure of an unfortunate environment. 

The tlrst thing wo need to remember 
as we enter Education Week is that 
the school Is to be studied and criti- 
cized in the lipht of its essential func- 
tion. And that function as most teach- 
ers will agree— is “preparation for 
complete living.” The school must dis- 
cover Life to the boy and girl, its 
business is in the realm of revelation. 
It is the spear which makes the fact 
stand out as fact to bo scon and known 
for what it is. I repeat: The real 
business of education is to establish 
contact with Reality. 

Jesus uttered one of the deepest 
pedagogical principles when he said 
that day “Ye shall know the truth and 
the truth shall make you free.” At 
this point the minister of religion and 
the teacher in the school walk 
shoulder to shoulder. Ours is a com- 
mon task. It was not so much impres- 
sion, as it is an attempt to clear the 
way toward a more perfect expression 
of the essential self. 

The analogy might be carried far. if 
we had the time. As the church of to- 
day refuses to offer a creed but in- 
spires the Individual to work out bis 
own confession of faith, so the school 
does not offer mere cut and dried in- 
formation and a routine methodology. 
It seeks to free each pupil from every- 
thing that would check his touch with 
reality, from everything that would 
keep hint from a frank facing of facts, 
from everything that might interfere 
with his fullest and finest expression 
of liis own individual genius. 

Now. ihat is a much harder task 
than education faced in an earlier day. 
You cannot figure out the results on 
the basis of an examination. And you 
run grave risks when you start young- 
sters on this perilous path of freedom. 
In education, as in religion, there are 
just two p itta s. One is the path of 
authority, the other the path of liberty. 
Along the one the student is told what 
he is to hold as true, along the other 
he is to find out for himself what is 
true for him. In the school of the 
past, the teacher was called “Master.” 
The name clings to the profession, 
but the emphasis has changed. The 
“Master” of yesterday is the friendly 
“Guide” of to-day. 

The best definition of this changed 
emphasis is to be found in Government 
Bulletin. No. 35. which discusses the 
cardinal principles of secondary edu- 
cation: — 

“In the junior period (grades 7. S, 
9) emphasis should he placed upon the 
attempt to help the pupil explore his 
own aptitudes and to make at least 
provisional choice of the kind of work 
to which he will devote himself.” 

If I may speak my own mind freely, 
the Junior High School is the real cor- 
ner aton of the modern educational 
structure. The theory and leal of free- 
dom in the discovery and expression 
of personality will stand or fall with 
the efficiency of the work done in the 
seventh, eighth and ninth grades. 

If. in these years, the boy and girl 
can be brought to know what truth is, 
and how it is to he found and followed, 
there will be little trouble in the senior 
period and in college. The crux of 
the task of education is to encourage 
voung people to know reality when 
they see it. and to discover in terms 
of their own experience, not front the 
point of view of the maturer mind, just 
what is real and vital in truth. 

T will agree that it is a perilous path, 
but do you know any path to the 
heights that is easy? Some may falter 
by the wayside, some may tumble, 
some may give up in utter discourage- 
ment, and these will require special 
attention and export guidance; but 
for the majority the path will lead 
to a sense of real freedom and ease in 
the mastery of life’s tasks. I would 
have every school do just what we 
seek to do in this church, in its intel- 
lectual outlook. Knock out every prop 
upon which the mind has been leaning, 
and make the mind discover its own 
support in the truth that makes free. 
It is the pedagogy of Jesus, and we 
are just beginning to catch up. 

I have been asking you to move with 
mo in the realm of educational theory. 
Now. may I ask you to face some of 
the practical implications of this point 
of view. What does this all mean, when 
applied to the business of school ad- 
ministration in a city like ours? 

It means, in the first place, that we 
must be prepared to spend more money 
upon our schools. This sort of pro- 
gram calls for the latest word in 
building construction, it demands 


f game. The martinet must go, and the 
teacher whose sympathy is with the 
method of the old regime. The kindly 
friend -must stand in ills or her place. 

Then the pnrents must learn a new 
patience. I am advised that a certain 
public official complained that his 
child had been sent home to look up 
some information on King Tut. I fancy 
that this gentleman thought of educa- 
tion as the eternal routine of reading, 
writing and arithmetic. It probably 
did not occur to him thnt both reading 
and writing would ho acquired indi- 
rectly by this research, and that there 
would be a very practical application 
of the elementary processes of num- 
bering. and all tills time, the young- 
ster would ho enjoying the task,

Let mo 
ask you to be quite honest. Would you 
have been fitted to tackle a question 
like t lint at the ago of twelve? The 
world moves — and against the back- 
ground of modern Egyptian archeologi- 
cal discoveries, many a boy and girl in 
our schools will discover a new view 
of history, and a new sense of their 
indebtedness to the Past— oven to King 
Tut! Whatever establishes contact 
with reality. I covet for our children. 
I will trust them to work out the ap- 
plications. if they come to know truth, 
truth which they have dug out for 
themselves under the friendly guidance 
of tho teacher. 

We cannot turn the clock hack. ’Pub- 
lic education in the United States is 
moving forward. Private schools, in 
the field of secondary education, stnnd 
in proportion to tho population just 
where they stood in 1890. Dr. Inglis 
is authority in this field. There were 
in 1S90. just about 2500 high schools, 
now there are more than 14,000. Then, 
there were about 300,000 pupils, now 
there are more than 2.000,000 in the

On 
the other hand the attendance at pub- 
lic high schools has grown from 3.2 
to 17 pupils per thousand. And Dr. 
Inglis feels that although in this exten- 
sion of influence we have tapped the 
lower social levels, there is but one 
duty, to offer tho opportunity to all 
no matter what the cost. That is the 
spirit of America. 

In some respects, we can better the 
results, if we are willing to modify 
our attitude. Take the School Commit- 
tee. by way of example. I am not speak- 
ing specifically of the Newton School 
Committee, but of School Boards in 
general. They have been too much, 
in the past, close corportations. doing 
the business of tho public, without tak- 
ing the public into their confidence. 
They are for the most part efficient, 
self-sacrificing citizens who have gen- 
erously given their time to this im- 1 
portant task. They would find the bur- 
den much lighter if they asked the peo- 
ple to heln them face the problems of 
the new day. I think of the habit of 
the Superintendent of Schools in Win- 
chester. Mass. — of writing to the par- 
ents the details of new methods and 
plans so that they might understand 
what he was trying to do. I think of 
tho Board of Education in St. Louis, 
facing a great need for new buildiners 
and a huge bond issue. They told 
their story to the public and reached 
every part of the city as a Red Cross 
chapter would organize a drive for 
funds. New methods have to he ex- 
plained to some of us, and we want to 
know just what we are getting for the 
money we spend. Many folks do not 
know how to find out. The Informa- 
tion should he given to them. 

It is not too much to ask that thoso 
responsible for administration should 
also seek to stabilize the whole task 
by refusing to change methods in the 
course of a child’s schol life. We have 
a proverb in Middle West. “Do not 
swap horses in the middle of the 
stream.” We have had too much of 
this soit of tiling. This is what the 
lay mind means by “fads” and “frills." 
If one method of reading is taught in 
tho elementary grades, let that carry 
the child through tho Junior High 
School. Begin the new method with 
the class coming on. To change 
methods, to be continually trying some- 
thing new. only confuses the children 
and certainly interferes with’ the 
achievment of the purpose of the 
school itself. A little less restlessness, 
please, and a steadier curriculum. 

Finally, if Education Week is to have 
any significance, it ought to bring the 
citizen closer to the schools. Tho teach- 
er cannot go far without the co-opera- 
tion of the homo, if tho home can be 
brought to see how to co-operate. I

I shall always lie 
a poor man but I shall never protest 
an increase in taxation which gives 
our children a better chance to find 
themselves than I had In tho Public 
Schools of forty years ago. when 1 
began in tho first grade. 

If tho school is to help the child de- 
velop its own aptitudes, you must have 
a rather extensive machinery. There 
must be tentative experiments in hand 
work of various types, there must be 
expresslonal opportunities in clubs 
which minister to a wide range of

We call tlie schools the palladium of 
democracy but they must themselves 
be devocratized, in administration, in 
the participation of teachers in the 
policy of the schools, in the closer ap- 
proach of the citizen taxpayer. 

But having said all this. I fall hack 
upon my central theme. What really 
counts is t ho truth that makes free. 
Happy is the city whose schools func- 
tion as did the spear of Ithuriel, to re- 
veal reality, to uncover facts, to make 
sham and deceit impossible. At the

Then I shall partake of every- 
thing in sight for fear of giving offence 
to those kind enough to provide the 
refreshments. 

3. I will unselfishly give up the seat 
In the public gallery at City Hall, to 
which I am entitled ns a citizen when 
tho Aldermen are in regular session. 

T have never used it and do not feel 
I should start In now and thus deprive 
those who find enjoyment in such oc- 
casions. 

4. I shall not attend my favorite 
theatre more than twice a week, unless 
there should happen to «be a change of 
hill. 

5. I shall not listen to any scandal 
about my friends. It if isn’t exciting 
enough to get into print it cannot pos- 
sibly interest me. 

6. I shall not borrow umbrellas un- 
less urged to do so. 

7. I shall write “1924” whenever it 
occurs to me that It is not 1923. 

We have no intention of answering 
in this column a popular query of the 
week — “What did you get for Christ- 
mas?” — and yet we would like to say 
one of the hooks that came our way 
lias already been “devoured.” It is 
Tamar Lane’s. “What’s Wrong With 
the Movies?” We little thought.nny 
writer would so bluntly lay bare the 
faults, foibles and good points of pro- 
ducers, directors, actors, exhibitors and 
the general public. Yet we should have 
known that Lane, now a resident of 
California, and formerly a Boston 
newspaper man. is wrapped-up in his 
subject and is not disposed to “gloss 
over” unpleasant conditions when 
obliged to write of them. Not being a 
movie addict we learned with interest 
that the tears shed by the heroine In 
tho “close-up” are produced by drops 
of glycerine. But that didn’t arouse 
us half as much as Lane's statement 
that the directors receive entirely too 
much credit and are stronger on bel- 
lowing through a megaphone than any- 
thing else. Lane says that when some 

beautiful piece of natural scenery 
amazes and delights you credit is not 
due the director but to a man of artis- 
tic sensibilities assigned to pick out a 
picturesque setting. In many cases the 
first time t he director sees the location 
is when the company and the camera 
men arrive on the scene, according to 
Mr. Lane. We feel that Graphic read- 
ers will appreciate as we did the quota- 
tion from the book printed in the para- 
graph below. 

In writing film stories the lirst 
4,000 feet are the hardest. After that 
there is nothing to it but the glucose 
finish and the inevitable embrace fade- 
out. To help those producers, who al - 
so busy playing poker and other such 
important affairs, in their selection of 
popular story matter, I have compiled 
a list of sure-fire plots which are of- 
fered to them gratis. 

I. “The one where the little girl, 
reared in an orphan asylum, runs 
away from the cruel keeper and, after 
many trial* and tribulations, is re- 
claimed by iter father who has just re- 
turned from South Africa where he 
struck it rich." 

I. “The one where the young fel- 
low gets thrown out of college, is dis- 
owned by his father, and under advice 
from Horace Greeley goes to Wyoming 
to show the cowboys how to ride 
horses. He always saves ranchman’s 
Beautiful daughter from the hands of 
Coyot Pete of the neighboring ranch." 

III. ' The one where Casey of the 
Royal Mounted gets his man only to 
find the culprit is the brother of the 
girl he loves, which allows of the 

ry effective twixt love and duty 
theme.” 

IV. "Tlie one where the daughter, 
to save her father from ruin, marries 
the Wolf of Wall street whom she at 
first hates and then later learns to 
love when he offers to give her her 
freedom.” 

V. “The one where the couple are 
shipwrecked on the South Sea Isle 
mu! unite themselves in holy matri- 
mony only to have the wife arrive up- 
on tlie scene with a rescuing party.” 

\'l. “The one where the wife, now 
it pure and happy mother, is startled 
by a face at the window which turns 
out to be an old lover who threatens 
to reveal her past to her husband if 
she does not give him the contents of 
tlie safe. He is promptly shot atifi 
palmed off as a burglar." 

VII. “Tho one where the society 
butterfly on a slumming trip meets 
tlie rough gangster and, after llv 
thousand feet of film, reforms him just 
in time to fade out on a beautiful 
moonlight scene under a willow tre 

Not all of Mr. Inane's hook is critic- 
ism or satire. He is earnestly de- 
sirous of improving the grade of pic 
tures. He 1ms a theory which w 
t li ink is as interesting as it is bold, 
lie says, "The answer to the problem 
is to establish a new chain of theatres 
at which a better sort of photoplay 
can be presented and to which the in- 
telligent and thinking classes can give 
their patronage. This will be no small 
undertaking, but it will be well worth 
the time ami trouble. The theatres 
can be small and inexpensive. Luv- 
ishness is unnecessary so long as 
there is proper equipment to show the 
pictures. If a theatre of this type 
were started, say in New York or 
Hollywood, there is no question but 
that a profitable patronage would 
quickly be developed providing the 
right sort of plays were presented. 
The idea would rapidly spread and 
hoou there could lie one of these new 
type of photoplay galleries in every 
representative city in the country. 
The idea is similar to that adopted 


by lovers of good stage drama when 
they started the little theatre move- 
ment for plays of the footlights. Much 
pioneering was necessary and there 
was small success at the start, hut 
today these independent dramatic or- 
ganizations are among the most suc- 
cessful producers. The same thing 
can bo accomplished with the photo- 
play ” 

Through no fault of our own we 
have become a regular passenger of 
the Boston Elevated at the peak of the 
evening rush-hours. We do not pre- 
tend to understand the application of 
the word “peak” but feel it lias an 
impressiveness all its own. At any 
rate we frequently find ourselves 
among the strap-hangers. Often we 
are puzzled that a trip from Park 
Street station to the Massachusetts 
Avenue Station should consume so 
much time; that there should be so 
much crawling and hesitatitng on the 
part of the cars. We have seen a pro- 
cession of cars stagger its way while 
weary and hungry passengers asked 
of each other, "What’s the matter 
now?” Well, at last we have been 
given an explanation; not vouchsafed 
by any compnny representative, how- 
ever. We are told that it Is all up to 
the traffic policeman in Governor 
Square. If you don’t know where 
Governor Square is, and, apparently 
few do, it is the square at the junc- 
tion of Beacon street and Common- 
wealth avenue more popularly known 
"Ken more Station.” The police- 
man on duty at the hour you are pro- 
ceeding home can hold you back or 
run you ahead just as If he had you 
by the scruff of the neck. You may 
be a half-mile from him, reading your 
evening paper in a subway car and yet 
he has you at his mercy. One night 
when the delay was almost insuffer- 
able we took it upon ourselves to in- 
vestigate and we found an inexperi- 
enced traffic cop bad so bungled things 
that everybody was late, the said cop 
knowing no east, no west, no south, 
no north, but gumming the cards for 
all travellers.

A I TO ACC IDENTS

dents. A truck, owned and operated 
nv Sandy Granchillo of 13 Spring 
street, Med field, hit one of the Middle- 
sex * Boston trolley poles nt the cor- 
ner of Washington and Auburn 
streets. West Newton. This is the 
second car to hit the same pole within 
a few months. The truck turned over 
on its side, spilling Christmas vege- 
tables over Washington street, and 
piling the driver and his two com- 
panions, James Dleto and Petro Vosa 
taro, in a heap under a load of crates 
and boxes. Edward Monaghan, own- 
er of a store at the junction of the 
streets, called the police when he 
heard the crash outside the door, hut 
the services of the ambulance were 
not needed. 

A pole in Newton Centre Square at 
the junction of Centre and Cypress 
streets was struck by two different 
automobiles last Sunday night within 
16 minutes of each other. Angus Mac- 
kerron of 62 Antwerp street. Brighton,

Some Interesting Facts About the Various Departments 
of the City by J. C. Brimblecom 


Sealer of Weights and Measures 


WHY I SIMM LB ATTEND CHURCH 

(From St. Andrews Cross) 

Because worship is a duty that I 
°we to God. If I neglect that dutv 
I rob God of something that is His due 
and deprive myself of something that 
is essential to my soul’s health and 
strength. 

Because, while the duty of worship 
can he discharged elsewhere than in 
the church— in the fields, in # the 
woods and on the rivers — every man 
knows by his own experiences that, as 
a matter of fact, the duty is seldom 
discharged under those conditions. 
The distractions are too great. 

Because the atmosphere of the 
church's services makes worship less 
difficult there than in any other place. 

Because in the church the message 
of God’s work is read and preached in 
a regular and systematic manner. I 
need that message. 

Because my relationship to God is 
corporate as well as individual. The 
religious life, therefore, ought to lie 
given expression in company with 
other members of the church. That 
implies public worship. 

Because, last of ail. I must not ig- 
nore nor make light of my influence 
over other men. If I go to church 
regularly others will he more likely to 
do the same. If I stay away from 
church other men are sure to follow 
m.v example. Therefore I ought to at- 
tend the church’s services. 


Few people realize the effect on 
their lives and pockethooks of the 
work of an almost unknown depart- 
ment «>i the city, that of the sealer of 
weights and measures. The accuracy 
or inaccuracy of the delicate scales 
used by druggists in compounding 
prescriptions may mean life or death 
in serious cases of illness and every 
commodity sold in the city is directly 
under the control of this department. 

The range of its work is apparently 
without limit, running from the meas- 
urement of the number of yards in 
a spool of cotton thread, to the num- 
ber of pounds sold in a ton of coal. 
Not only does the department have 
jurisdiction over the scales and meas- 
ures used in the ordinary day to day 
sale of groceries and provisions, but 
it also supervises articles sold in 
packages, cans, and cartons put up 
by manufacturers doing a country- 
wide business. 

The department is obliged by law 
to seal every weight and settle used 
in the sale of articles in this city, at 
least once a year, the penalty for 
using an unsealed scale being $20 for 
each offence. 

While no fee is charged for seal- 
ing if the scale is brought to the of- 
fice at the City Hall, it is customary 
for the sealer to make the test at the 
place of business. The fee for this 
work is $1.00 for platform scales such 
as are generally used for coal, 50 
cents for the smaller platform scales. 
10 cents for each smaller scale, and 
3 cents tor each weight. The scales 
passing the annual test are placarded 
with a gummed label to that effect, 
if used under cover, and if exposed to 
the weather, are marked with a lead 
seal securely attached to the scale. It 
is the business of the purchaser to see 
that the scale on which his goods . re 
weighed is properly sealed. 

The law of the state practically pro- 
hibits the use of dry measures in the 
sale of commodities. The law also 
requires berry boxes to hold one 
quart, one pint or a half pint, so that 
if customers will see that the boxes 
ure full, there is little danger of be- 
ing cheated in this respect. With 
several hundred hawkers and vege- 
table peddlers licensed by the sealer 
state, the sealer’s department 
usually has plenty of work during the 
season in testing the scales usgtl on 
their teams. 

The department usually verifies the 
coal scales in this city about once 
each week, stopping the team of this 
or that dealer on the street, copying 
the weight ticket and taking the team 
to the nearest platform scales to veri- 
ly the weight as given. As a general 
thing any inaccuracies in the weight 
of coal have been favorable to the cus- 
tomer. the 1922 figures showing 5 un- 
derweight to 26 overweight. 

Ice is a hard matter to test, as 
housekeepers usually object to a visit 
from the sealer, and prompt work is 
necessary on account of melting, fr 
is customary where short weight in 
ice is suspected to secretly follow up 
the delivery, reweigh promptly and 
compare the result with the weight 
marked on the housekeeper’s score. 
Of 36 tests made last year, ail hut 
two showed over weight. 

Milk bottles are now sealed by the 
manufacturer with the seal blown into 
the bottles. A bond is filed with the

In testing the weight of articles 
sold it is customary for the sealer to 
weigh the goods, for no matter how 
accurate the scales may be. it is al- 
ways possible for a dishonest person 
to give- short weight. Tests ore, 
therefore, made by visiting the shops 
and stores, and verifying the weight 
of goods made ready for delivery to 
It is highly compliment- 
ary to tlie merchants of Newton that 
no criminal prosecutions have been 
made for some years, and inaccuracfes 
called to their attention have been 
promptly remedied. The department 
has required the discontinuance oi 
the use of wooden trays for the hand- 
ling of butter and lard, as it usually 
added about 2 cents to the cost of the 
article purchased. The oil paper now 
used weighs something, of course, hut 
it enables the merchant to handle the 
goods much more cleanly than would 
be otherwise possible, and the depart- 
ment requires a weight allowance to 
he made for its use. 

A feature of the department work 
but little known is the frequent test- 
ing of scales used in the cordage, silk 
and worsted factories of the city, 
where labor is paid by piecework and 
where a variation ot a quarter of a 
pound on -*aeh weighing of a man’s 
•work would make quite a difference in 
his yearly income. 

The testing of scales used for pre- 
scription work by druggists is now re- 
quired annually. This work is the 
most delicate done by Die department 
on scales so adjusted that the needle 
never comes to a positive rest and its 
resting point must he accurately fig- 
ured out. Some idea of the minute 
detail of this test can be gathered 
from tin fact that flu* milligram 
weight is so small ihat it takes over 
| 420,000 to weigh a pound. The depart- 
, ment countersinks its mark on weights 
of this class in order to ohtuin the 
mark without affecting the weight. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
I note that 927 such weights were tested 
10 years ago and 256 were condemned, 
j some of them being 50 per cent incor- 

• i 

showed only 25 condemned. One 
: druggist called particular attention 
; to several penny weights thus tested 
' and told the sealer when they were 
j reported us llglu weight that they hud 
been given to him by one of the 
clergy nu n of the city who hud found 
them in tint contribution box. 

I In many instances when* the seal- 
I er bus been asked to investigate sus- 
pected conditions of short weight the 
mere fact that he bus been called up- 

t: is sufficient to make the person 
under suspicion extremely cureful. 
umi the public is therefore protected 
even if violations of the luw ure not 
found. 


The office of the senior is somewhat 
of a museum of various devices used 
to cheat the customers, and which the 
sealer has the right to confiscate 
wherever found. There are quite a 
number of the so-called “Family” 
to he used In this city, dry measures 
of all kinds and conditions, ice cream 
moulds and cartons, liquid measures 
of such soft material that grent in 
dentation can he made in the sides 
with the pressure of the fingers, berry 
boxes not up to standard, and weights 
and scales in all conditioans of de- 
crepitude. 

The sealer is also the custodian of 
a set of standard weights and meas- 
ures, which are the property of the 
state. The standard yard stick is a 
handsome piece of steel, the standard 
meter is also of steel and enclosed in 
a hardwood case, the standard weights 
i rom 50 pounds to on< sixteenth of an 
ounce are of nickel steel, the liquid 
standards ranging from a gallon to 
one-quarter pint are of cast steel, and 
the standard dry measure from a half 
bushel to a quart are of the same ma- 
terial. Tlie test scales of the city are* 
liki the prescription scales, of so deli- 
cate a nature that tlie needle is never 
nt absolute rest. All of these stand- 
ard weights and measures are in- 
spected every three years by the state 
department of weights and measures. 

One of the duties of the sealer is to 
test the moulds and cartons used for 
ice cream. He may also he called 
upon to test the six of hot water 
boi le rsffijn any households and which 
usualtj'nold 30 gallons. The grading 
of apples is one of his duties, the 
Federal law requiring each barrel of 
apples to he plainly marked with the 
name of the producer and the. grade of 
apples it is supposed to contain. The 
senior also verifies the number of gal- 
lons cimtained in barrels of varnish, 
shellac, the measures for selling gaso- 
•lene, the size of cans used by paint 
manufacturers, cartons containing 
cereals and, in fact, almost everything 
used in the household, office or fac- 
tory. 

Sponges bought by weight have 
been tound soaked with liquid cement 
to make them heavier, and at over $4 
a pound, considerable money can eas- 
ily he wasted, ff inspection is neg- 
lected. Shellac barrels found two or 
three gallons short, means a saving of 
$1.50 a gallon to the purchaser. 

The increased use of the automobile 
tor business and pleasure has great- 
ly increased the work in the depart- 
ment. by the installation of gasoline 
and oil pumps. There are now lo- 
cated in our city over 200 of these 
measuring devices, and each one has 
had 1 to 6 different, measures, all of 
which must he tested and sealed. The 
frequent inspections necessary to keep 
these measures up to the standard is 
some task, when it is considered that 
these pumps are located in every sec- 
tion of our city, which covers an urea 
of about 18 square miles. 

The law governing the sale of 
bread comes under this department, 
and requires that bread shall be sold 
or offered for sale in loaves of one 
or one and a half pounds in weight or 
the multiple of one pound, and all 
bread that is wrapped shall have the 
net weight of same marked thereon in 
a conspicuous place. 

Clinical thermometers also must he 
sealed according to law. Frequent 
inspections of the stock of the mer- 
chants who sell thermometers is 
made to see that none are sold or of- 
fered for sale that do not comply with 
the law. The work done in tills state 
along these lines lias revealed such 
conditions that the physicians and 
health officers in various sections of 
the country are making, provisions for 
similar tests to he made in their cities. 

The law in regard to the sale of 
wood is another of tbe many that this 
department enforces. Recent legis- 
lation requires that tlie dealer deliver 
with each load of wood a certificate 
stating the amount of wood delivered 
in cents or cubic fecL. In the sale of 
wood it was a trade custom for the 
dealer to take a cord if four foot wood 
and saw it into lengths of 12, 16, or 24 
inches, and deliver the same as a cord. 
The purchaser was obliged to bear 
whatever natural shrinkage occurred 
in the process of sawing. It is inter- 
esting to note the following result of 
tests on 200 cords of wood, which 
shows tlie amount of shrinkage. 

Wood cut in 16 inch leugths: Aver- 
age. Thrown, 161 cubic feet: Packed, 
106 cubic feet. 

Wood cut in 12 inch lengths: 
Thrown. 145 cubic feet; Packed, 100 
cubic feet.

On Saturday, at the Newton Hospital, 
occurred the death of Edward Lasceles 
Horsfall, a resident of Newton, for 
over thirty years, residing at 27 George 
street. 

Mr. Horsfall was a native of St. 
John, New Brunswick, where he start- 
ed his career in the Dry Goods busi- 
ness with his father, James Horsfall 
of the firm of Horsfall & Sheraton 
He received his education in the 
schools of St. John and the Boys 
Academy of Lower Horton, near Wolfe- 
ville, Nova Scotia. 

When his father retired and moved 
to Annapolis Royal, Nova Scotia, he 
came to Boston. In 1S72. Here he be- 
came connected with the old firm of 
Hogg, Brown, Taylor, later with It. H. 
White and was for many years Man- 
ager of W. P. Bigelow’s of Temple 
Place. 

In 1883, he married Fanny B. John- 
son, daughter of Capt. J. I*. Johnson, 
of Chelsea, who was a well known 
Captain on the Boston & Bangor boats, 
While living in Chelsea, he was an 
active member of St. Luke’s Episcopal 
Church, serving as Treasurer for many 
years. 

Three years after the death of his 
first wife, he married Charlotte Hyde, 
daughter of George and Rebecca Childs 
Hyde of Centre street, whose family 
has been closely connected with the 
earliest history of Newton. 

A member of the Howard Council, 
No. 4*i, Royal Arcanum and Grace Epis- 
copal Church, Newton, Mr. Horsfall 
won many friends through his loyal, 
gentle and genial personality. 

Besides his widow, Chnrlotto Hyde 
Horsfall of George Street, he loaves a 
daughter, by his first marriage. Mrs. 
Charles Muirhcad of Pembroke Street, 
a sister, Minnie, wife • * t Chief Justice 
K. Iv liarri’*' 1 Halifax, Nova Scotio. 
a brother, Dr. Arthur Horsfall of 
Annapolis Royal, Nova Scotia. Mr. 
Mr. Horsfall was in his 78th year. 
Services were held Monday, at 2 
o'clock, in Hie Chape lof the Newton 
Cemetery, with Rev. Dr. Ma* Lure of- 
ficiating Many beautiful floral trib- 
utes covered the casket. The inter- 
ment wus in the Hyde lot. 


The special committee of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce, appointed from 
the Building and Development Division 
to consider the advisability of seeking 
a revision, or modification, of the New- 
ton Building Code, held an Interesting 
meeting on December 17. This comtt- 
tee. of which O. Wilbur Thompson of 
Newton Centre Is chairman, comprises 
representatives of the several trades 
and professions affected by the Build- 
ing Code, ns follows: Architect, Al- 
bert S. Kendall of Newton Centre; con 
struct ion engineer. John V. Beckman, 
Jr., of Chestnut Hill; contracting and 
building. Robert A. Vaehon of Newton 
Centre; master plumber, Alfred G. 
Kerr, of Wnhan: contracting mason, 
John Hurley of Newton Centre; and 
electrical contractor, Fred A. Fores- 
mnn, also of that village. 

It is the purpose of the committee 
to endeavor to find ways in which to 
reduce building costs in Newton, 
through recommending minor changes 
in the Building Code and in such a 
way ns not to impair the present ef- 
ficiency of the Code. That the task is 
n difficult one has been apparnt from 
the first, ns this committee recognizes 
that the present Building Code is ideal 
in many ways, discouraging certain 
types of construction that are general- 
ly considered undesirable, and insur- 
In I he best possible construction in 
all other types of buildings. With most 
of the construction in Newton of a 
resldental character, the Code works 
to the advantage of the city and fre- 
quently to that of the Individual, al- 
though it includes various provisions I 
and regulations of a more drastic type 
than those regulating similar details I 
of construction in other cities. It is 
the purpose of the committee to en- 
deavor to find ways in which money 
can he saved for the home builder, if 
possible, and to do it without recom- 
mending any action that might he 
detrimental to the efficiency of the 
( Jode. 

The committee held Its initial meet- 
ing early last summer, at which time 
it was generally agreed that no general 
revision of the Code was desirable or 
necessary, hut that there were prob- 
ably a few opportunities for modifica- 
tion that would result in a saving for 
home builders, eliminating expense 
here and there without detracting in 
any way from the standards of build- 
ing construction in the city. The initial 
meeting was devoted to a general dis- 
cussion, after which each member of 
the committee agreed to carefully study 
the existing Code with a view of as- 
certaining the opportunities for im- 
proving the Code through revision, as 
it applied Po his own line of business. 

The individual members of the com* 
mittee made informal reports at the 
recent meeting, each offering one or 
more suggestions for consideration. 
After considering and discussing these 
various recommendations, it was 
agreed that the committee should move 
slowly in developing its work and that 
no action should he taken on the part 
of the committee until each suggestion 
had been considered from every con- 
ceivable angle and could he fully en- 
dorsed by the committee. 

The recommendations of the master 
plumbers were more numerous than 
those offered by the other branches of 
construction, it being the belief of 
those engaged in that trade that there 
are some plumbing accessories required 
by the present Code which can he 
eliminated to the financial advantage 
of builder, and some changes made in 
the materials required, without detri- 
ment to the general excellence of con- 
struction or the degree of sanitary pro- 
tection provided by the present regula- 
tions. There was also consideration of 
recommendations for changes in the 
regulations prescribing the width of 
foundation walls in certain types of 
construction, the building, architect- 
ural, masonry, and engineering experts 
of the committee agreeing that founda- 
tion costs could probably he reduced 
in many instances, without affecting 
the stability of the main structure. 

Various other minor suggestions 
were considered, hut no action has yet 
be< n taken by tin* committee in en- 
dorsement of any of the recommenda- 
tions presented. It was voted that the 
committee resume its meetings im- 
mediately after the first of the year, 
and that an invitation ho extended to 
Acting Building Commissioner Chad- 
wick to meet with the committee after 
one more evening had been devoted to 
general discussion.
